‘Chinese fruit canners should find 
Jencouragement in the progress made 
fby the Malayan pineapple eanniig in- 
Jdustry which is placing this delicious 











HTruit on the markets of the world in| 
finereasing quantities and thereby, 
‘economically, filling an industria 


breach caused by rubber depression. 
During the week ended September 28, 
Jexports from Malayan ports totalled 
27,904 cases making a total of 1,790,793 
Jeases exported from January 1' to 
[September 28, or an average of 45,918 
jeases a week. Paradoxically, although 
‘one would have thought the proximity 
of supplies from Southern California 
Jand Hawaii would have filled the de- 
mand, large supplies of Malayan 
pineapple are finding their way to 
Canada, and during the week pre- 
viously quoted 81 per cent. of exports 
‘were shipped to that couniry, passing 
through Shanghai after transhipment 
Jat Hongkong. There was a time when 
the Malayan pineapple was considered 
Ja small and coarse frult, possessing 
none of the luscious qualities of the 
fruit found on most tables since 
American growers and canners 
‘brought it within reach of all, but 
improved ‘methods of cultivation to- 
Jgether with progress in the scientific 
feanning methods in Malaya have con- 
verted the fruit Into an exportable 
product of increasing dimensions. 
Chinese fruits are oblainable in tins 
in this country but, as yet, they have 
not invaded world markets on any 
scale but the success of the canners of 
Malaya, a part of the world which 
Jowes a substantial part of its develop- 
ment to the hardihood and enterprise 
of the Chinese settlers, should be an 
Inspiring example to’ growers and 
Jcanners in this country.

It is no exaggeration to say that 
Mz, Arthur Henderson. wore. himself

tion to preside over the Disarmament | 
‘Conference came at a time when he 
was relinquishing the foreign  port- 
folio, owing to his disagreement with 
his Colleagues over the crisis of 1931. 
Yet, by universal consent, he re- 
tained that oie and manfully en- 
dured the disappointments and 
failures which he had to experience 
jin holding it. As the second Labour 
Foreign Secretary he had a difficult 
ask. Mr. Ramsay MacDonald had 
brilliantly shown that the theory of 
[Labour's inability to handle foreign 
affairs was untenable. Mr. Henderson, 
came from the Trade Union ranks of 
Labour. He had started life as an 
apprentice moulder in the works of 
Robert Stephenson and Ca at New~ 
castle. His first Cabinet appointment 
was as President of the Board of 
Education in the Coalition war-time 
Government of Mr. Lloyd George 
Later he sat in the War Cabinet. He 
was Home Secretary in the first 
Labour Government and Foreign 
Secretary in the second. He could 
have led his party when it broke 
from "Mr. "Ramsay MacDonald, 
but" he decided to devote himse!f 
to the Disgrmament Conference. 
As Foreign Secretary he had 
followed "immediately after Sir 
‘Austen Chamberlain and he acquitted 
himself well, even though “he wa: 
confronted on the threshold of that 
service with the crisis arising out of 
Lord Lloyd's disagreement with the 
Home Government on Egyptian af- 
fairs. It was, however, generally re- 
cognized that, even had Sir Austen 
Chamberlain's party remained in 
office, the severance with Lord Lloyd, 
was bound to occur. Personally Ar- 
thur Henderson was popular as his 
nickname “Uncle Arthur” showed. 
He achieved that popularity without 
straining after effect. He never at- 
tempted to play to the gallery, and 
devoted himself to his successive pub- 
lic offices with due regard for dignity. 
and tradition. His socialist principles 
were kept firmly in mind; he did not 
allow them to carry him to extrav- 
‘agant gestures or demagogic postur- 
ing. He experienced more than one 
election defeat, so in his Parliamen- 
tary career he represented no less 
than five constiiuencies, but he was 
8 good loser and a modest victor. “His 
loss to the party which he so ably 
helped to form and guide will be 
deeply regretted. 














THE NEW C.LGS, 

Field Marshal Sir Archibald Mont- 
Gomery Massingberd is to be suc- 
Seeded as Chief of the Imperial Gen- 
eral Stal by General Sir Cyril 
Deverell, Colonel of the West York- 
shire Regiment (Prince of Wales's 
Own).

He has 
the unusual distinction of going to| 
his new post after having been Chief 
of the General Stall in India and, 
before then, Quartermaster-General in, 
India. When in command of a dis- 
trict at Meerut he was selected by 
the late Lord Rawlinson to. lead 
the attacking force in the first big 
‘army manquvres held in India after 
the war. He commanded a coms 
formation in the mancouvres held at 
home last month. General Deverell 
was always described by Lord Raw- 
linson as a “thruster” and his hand-

PAST AND PRESENT 


‘The series of four articles in which 
Pheros has set out to demonstrate 
the economic progress of Shanghai 
has been careful'y directed to pres" 
ent the relevant figures and facts 
without attempting to formulate por- 
tentous ‘conclusions. At this par- 
tlcciar time it is useiul to have in- 
formation of that kind, for by diag- 
nosis of the present ills, in the light 
of past achievements, "the way of 
ordering the future on improved ines 
may be best perceived. Shanghai is 
courageously ‘facing an economic 
storm, the intensity of which is due 
partly to uncontrollable outside n= 
fuences, including the inevitable if 
belated operation. of the world de- 
pression, and partly to Shanghal's 
‘own lack of foresight and restraint 
Crying over spilt milk is not Shang: 
hal's way and, in spite of the stl 
distressing signs of stringency, efforts 
are being quietly and firmly ‘made 
for the mitigation of hardshio and for 
‘the better coordination of resources 
to shorten the period of depression. 
It will be hoped that this tendency 
will develop ‘and, indeed, acquire 
strength as the weeks past. 


PROGRESS IN MANCHOUKUO 


Remarkable evidence of rapid pro- 
‘gress made in developing Hsinking— 
formerly Changehun—as’ the copital 
fof Manchoukuo has been adduced by 
this journal's special correspondent 
who paid a visit to that country last 
month. ‘The Japanese builders cf the 
new state are doing thelr work 
thoroughly and Japanese capital. is 
being provided in no niggardly spirit 
to make the best possible use of 
the programme framed by Japan- 
exe administrators. ‘The roform 
‘ofthat currency—in itself a 
‘measure which has earned for 
the new regime the gratitude of the 
people—is being followed up by 
widespread developments, Agricul- 
tural resources are being fully ex- 
plored in order to make the rich soll 
of Manchuria as productive as \pos- 
sible. Nor is this progress to be dis- 
cerned along the beaten track through, 
which the majority of travellers go. 
Visitors who have been carried into 
ess accessible areas by the exigencies 
Jof their business report that on all 
sides thero are signs of intelligent 
Jand eMcient attention to the economic 
problems of the country, It is fitting. 
{to record these authoritative impres- 
sions, not merely in justice to the 
‘men responsible for such achieve- 
ments but more practically in order 
fo obtain an accurate assessment of 
the political issues likely to arise 
therefrom in due course, That the 
advance of Manchoukuo ‘may rove 
of little benefit to the foreign trader 
—as distinct from the Japanere—is 
Quite possible. But it will be not 
unreasonably argued that the people 
who pay the piper have the right to 
call the tune. “That view is obviously 
prevailing in Manchoukuo to-day. 
Nor should it be forgotten that, in 
the prosperity now encouraged” by 
these’ far-reaching activities the Man- 
churian farmer and peasant are bound 
to share. And they will not be back- 
ward in contrasting the advantages 
‘thus secured with the conditions 
obtaining five years age.

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JAPAN AND CHINA

Japan's policy, as outlined 
authoritatively by Mr. Akira 


Ariyoshi to this journal on Thurs- 
day, seems to take a definite line 
in’ encouraging Sino-Japanese 
friendship. After the strenuous pro- 
nouncements which have been 
released from other Japanese 
‘authorities His Excellency’s prosaic 
statement comes as a relief. It sup~ 
plies a bromide to feverish thoughts. 
‘As an Ambassador usually reflects 
the views of the Foreign Office 
whieh he serves, Mr. Ariyoshi must 
bbe taken accurately to express the 
sentiments of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment and its ‘policy toward 
China, He has repudiated any 
“present intention” of forcing the 
pace, He indicates lines on which 
the Japanese Government considers 
Sino-Japanese co-operation can be 
most rapidly developed, but he re~ 
cognizes the dimculties’ with which 
the Chinese Government has to con- 
tend, The presumption is that, as’ 
the Government at Nanking is’ the 
Central Government with whoin the 
Japanese Government deals, the 
course of diplomatic negotiation will 
proceed between Mr. Ariyoshi and 
‘Mr. Wang Ching-wei, as Ambassa- 
dor and Foreign Minister respect- 
ively, Events during the last few 
months have shaped themselves 
‘conformably with this policy. ‘The 
Chinese Government, by various: 
official measures and_ statements, 
‘has affirmed its belief in the neces- 
sity for co-operation with Japan. 
It has acquiesced in or initiated 
changes in administration to meet 
defined requirements presented on 
‘Japanese behalf, It has sedulously 
attuned its accepted policy of 
toleration to the exigencies of the 
situation in the North. Nor has it 
confined its complaisance to that 
area, In other regions its policy 
has ‘been clearly governed by the 
realities of Japanese insistence, Mr. 
Ariyoshi plainly perceives’ the 
‘significance of this development and 
‘on behalf of his Government is in- 
clined to express the view that. 
Sino-Japanese relationships are 
being gradually consolidated. 

In these circumstances sinister in 
‘terpretations on the activity of 
Japanese representatives in China 
fare deprecated, if Mr. Ariyoshi is 
read aright. ‘The meeting which is 
to begin to-morrow and at which 

military and diplomatic oft- 
of the Japanese Government 
are to exchange views on China, is 
merely a matter of departmental 
routine. It apparently is to be dis- 
sociated from certain obiter dicta 
which have been prominent in the 
news of late. There seems to be 
solid ground for accepting Mr. 
Ariyoshi's appreciation of the posi- 
tlon, apart alogether from his own 
status and his personal reputation. 
‘Bven the most impatient observer, 
whether in Tokyo, Dairen or Tien- 
tsin, will hardly fail to perceive the 
unwisdom of wasting effort when, 
by quiet pertinacity, achievement 
can be certainly recorded. The 
process of grappling friends to souls 
by hoops of stecl has respectable 
commendation. It is not improved 
by extravagant use of the steel, In 
short the Chinese Government may 
be trusted to have a shrewd grasp 
of the general situation and, within 
the limits of the resources at its 
disposal, will assuredly endeavour: 
to meet the advances of Japanese 
diplomacy with dignified “alacrity. 
It may feel irked at times by the 
difficulty of discerning the medium 
‘through which that diplomacy en- 
deavours to find expression, but, 
after all, when the acredited Ai 
bassador of Japan outlines 























country’s policy in so friendly and 


sympathetic a vein as in Mr. 
Ariyoshi's latest pronouncement, the 
air should be notably cleared, 
‘There 
Progress of Sino-Japanese co- 
operation is vital to the advance- 
ment of material prosperity in this 
country and to the general peace 
of the Far East, In contributing to 
‘that progress the Chinese Govern- 


is no. doubt that the | 


ment serves its own people's best! 
{interests and enhances its reputa- 
tion for statesmanship. This view 
Jdoes not ignore uncomfortable 
Jpassages which, from time to time, 
fhave to be encountered, partly 
Jowing to the irrepressible influences 
of conflicting schools of thought on} 
both sides, partly owing to the lag, 
lof recent happenings. Current his- 
tory teaches the lesson that undue 
jemphasis on national prejudices may 
Jcreate impassable barriers to that) 
lunderstanding which—especially for| 
two countries in close geographical 
jand cultural communion—is essen- 
tial to internatoinal amity. China 
{to-day faces an exceptionally severe 
jeconomic crisis. Political forces 
require to be subordinated to the 
Ineeds thus created. The advantage 
‘to be gained by cultivating friend- 
iy relations with countries which 
Jare able to reinforce economic 
remedies is clear to the mind. On 
that ground alone the policy out- 

ined by Mr. Ariyoshi deserves 
serious consideration by Chinese 
leaders, as it no doubt is having at 
‘his time when they are in special 
conclave in Nanking. Mr. Ariyo- 
shi’s graceful reference to the part 
played by British interests in China 
shows that he is not disposed to 
regard his country’s policy as 
prescribing an exclusive restriction | 
fon Sino-Japanese co-operation. He| 
judges well; for, in the task of work- 
Ing for the rehabilitation of China 
‘and the greater stability of her 
government, the goodwill and co- 
operation of other nations, with im- 
portant interests at stake in this 
jcountry, must be of real value and 
significance. 














SETTLEMENT ORIGINS 
Oct. 17. 

‘The forthcoming quinquennial 
lcensus of the International Settle 
ment affords an opportunity for| 
recalling the growth of what in 1845 
}was a smatl area of 830 mow (138 
facres) to the present 33,503 mow 
(5,884 acres or 8.5 square miles). 
In 1845 the western boundary was| 
at Barrier (now Honan) Road. The 
first extension was made in 1848 
to 2,820 mow (470 acres) and the. 
‘western limit was then Defer 
‘Creek (now Thibet Road). In 1863 
the inclusion of what was called’ 
the American Settlement, situated 
jon the northern side of ' Soochow 
Creek and cast of the British 
Settlement on the Whangpoo, gave 
a total area of 10,676 mow (1,779 
jacres). The final extension, westward 
to Jessfield Road and northward 
to a line level with Ying Hsiang 
Kong village, was made in 1899, 
jgiving the area of 33,503 mow 
jalready noted. Originally the Settle~ 
ment was reserved to the use 
Jot foreigners and British control 
was recognized in that all land 
transactions had to be registered at 
the British Consulate. Other na- 
tionals could not acquire land 
without the previous permission of 
the British Consul. ‘This system. 
was changed as other nationalities 
jestablished thelr own consulates| 
and each foreign consul, in addition 
to exercising jurisdiction over his 
own nationals, took part in the 
Jgenezal supervision of Settlement| 
jaffairs. At the beginning of 1853 
there were only 500 Chinese resi~ 
dents in the Settlement. The 
disturbed conditions arising out of 
the Taiping Rebellion and the 
capture of the Chinese City in| 
[September 1853, led to an enotmous | 
influx of refugees into the Settle- 
ment. During the ten years which 
followed incessant fighting and 
disorder made the Settlement 
increasingly attractive to Chinese 
for residential and trading purroses. 
Large numbers: of the refugees 
‘departed when better conditions| 
were restored outside—in 1862 their 
estimated total in the Settlement 
|was put at 500,000—but by 1876 
the Chinese population was record- 
led at -95,662 and it steadily rose 
thenceforward to the present figure 
‘which is probably over the 1,000,000 
mark. 

During the troubles of the Tai- 
iping Rebellion the International Set- 
tlement was effectively protected by 
‘the British, American and French 
navai forces and also by the Shang- 
hai Volunteer Corps which was 
organized as the result of a meet- 
ing held on April 12, 1853, when the 
whole foreign community was as- 
/sembled and the Consuls and Naval 
Officers of Great Britain, France| 
jand the United States of America| 

















the various Consular police forces. 
The Settlement Police force was 
first raised in 1854 and took over 
those general duties. The Consular| 
Police disappeared, but later on 
when the Japanese took up their 
residence in the Settiement the 
Japanese Consular Police came into| 
being and still function under the 
direction of their Consular au- 
{thorities. The organization of the: 
Settlement in the early days was 
naturally of a rough-and-ready 
type. The pressure of the rapid in- 
‘crease in its Chinese population was_| 
difficult for the Settlement au-| 
‘thonities to handle. Sir Marry! 
Parkes as British Consul in 1864 
made some caustic comments on the 
“abominable order” prevailing. 
This was a little unfair. Under the 
Land Regulations of 1845 the 
British Consul was called upon to 
appoint “three upright merenants” 
to act as a Committee for certain 
purposes. Its limited powers can 
be gauged from the circumstance 
that it came to be known as the 
“Roads and Jetties Committee” By’ 
‘no stretch of the imagination could’ 
this amatcur body be expected to 
cope with the problems of a huge| 
oriental city which the Settlement 
had rapidly become owing to the 
influx of Chinese refugees. Nor was| 
it until 1869 that the Land Regula-| 
‘tions, adopted in 1866, and authoriz~' 
ing ‘the creation of a Council of 
nine, were actually approved by the 
responsible authority. However, 
when once the Council had been| 
created, the development of muni- 
cipal enterprises under its control 
proceeded apace. The duty of| 
caring for “the better order and 
‘good government of the Settlement” 
was manfully discharged. If a 
monument to the labours of suc- 
jcessive Councils be required the| 
[Settlement stands for all to sec. 
‘The co-operation of other na- 
tionalities in building up this Inter- 
‘national out of the original British 
Settlement has been valuable. Yet | 
the burden was mainly borne by the 
predominant community among 
foreigners—the British. As in sovial! 
life—the Race Course to-day bevrs| 
witness—so_in administrative ac- 
tivity the Settlement was largely 
fashioned on British models. In 
conceiving the creation of a per- 
manent civil service to execute the 
Policy of the Settlement, the Coun- 
cil has followed British principles. 
It has endeavoured to secure the| 
best type of official and to ensure 
integrity in the service by attaching, 
to its appointments those conditions 
Jof security and remuneration which 
experience elsewhere has shown 
will conduce to the general efficiency’ 
Jof the administration and further’ 
the interests of the ratepayers. The 
‘Settlement under these auspices has_| 
flourished and attained to amuzing 
proportions. It is well-equipped 
‘with services for the preservation of| 
law and order, public health and 
public works. ' It has endeavoured 
within the limits of its constitutional 
position and the resources at its 
disposal to provide educational 
facilities for the —internatzonal 
Population within its boundaries. 
Its difficulties and shortcomings 
hhave been freely canvassed of late. 
‘They cannot be lightly ignored. The 
remedies are not easy to deviss, for, 
japart from the rigidity of’ the 
Jconstitutional authority under which. 
‘the Council acts, the current eco- 
nomic depression with its attendant, 
politial problems complicates the| 
formulation of clear-cut conclusions. 
Wher: all this is said, there still re- 
mains the solid evidence of a great 
Jachievement which has been made 
possible by the original endeavour 
of a small British community .ex- 
anding through successive genera- 
tions by international co-operation, 
in creating a mighty city. To that 
achievement British capital has 
worthily contributed and, with 
British institutions, it still forms the 
fundamental basis of the Settle- 
ment’s structure. If the Settlement) 
has a right to be proud of its 
existence no small share in that 
pride can be honourably and fear- 
lessly borne by the presen'-day 
British resident of Shanghai.

faction has been taken to ensure, 
jelimination of unnecessary expendi-| 
ture. There is a belief that the 
revision of staffing arrangements 
might be productive of further 
savings. Although it is probable 
that the responsible heads of de- 
partments are by no means extra~ 
vagantly paid, it is suggested that 
modern conditions do not support 
‘the scale of emoluments and 
Jpension allowances applicable to 
what may be termed purely cleri- 
cal appointments. The British 
Civil Service tackled this question| 
Yong ago and steps were taken 
drastically to discourage the 
maintenance of the old traditions 
Jwhich held that the minor civil 
servant, like the fountains in 
‘Trafalgar Square, played from ten| 
to four. Some of those traditions 
still persist in the Council's 
administration—not perhaps in an 
excessive degree but in sufficient 
vigour to justify specific depart- 
mental action at a time when the 
Council is anxious to vindicate the 
principles of retrenchment and re- 
form. And that departmental self- 
improvement is already in train. 
‘As will be noted, the new 
rules for passages cannot be en- 
forced without regard to the con- 
tracts of service—hence the six 
‘months’ notice which is to be given 
fof certain prescribed variations. A| 
similar consideration may have to 
be taken into account in revising 
lother terms of service with the same| 
object in view. The Counell 
fortunate in having loyal and| 
public-spirited employees who can| 
be trusted to co-operate in meeting 
the general demand for a thorough 
scrutiny of its staffing arrangements. 
Having thus endorsed the 
principle of economy and the re- 
levant retrenchment necessary to 
Jcarry it into effect, this Journal con 
Jsiders that a warning has to be 
given. It would be a mistake to 
Imagine that initiative in this| 
‘matter is solely inspired from out- 
side. Reference to successive re- 
ports of the Council will show that 
the Controller, in fulfilment of his 
prescribed duties has vigilantly| 
reviewed departmental _require= 
ments. He has admitted that from 
‘the various responsible heads he 
has received good support. Human 
nature being what it is, it is not 
‘surprising that, at a time of general 
depression in a mainly commerelal 
jcommunity, envious glances are cast| 
at the apparent security of the 
public service. When firms are 
cutting down expenses by reduci 
Jestablishments and curtailing 
salaries, the lot of the municipal 
Jemployee seems to be peculiarly! 
happy. He or she is regarded—| 
quite unfairly—as being indifferent| 
to and unaffected by the prevailing | 
distress. Expression of these views 
becomes at times vchement—so| 
vehement as to be grossly unjust 
and wildly ill-informed. Logic ts 
thrown to the winds. Critics who 
jare ready to authorize expenditure 
on expensive and probably unneces- 
sary expert inquirers imported 
|temporarily from outside will in the| 
same breath attack the Council for 
overseas recruitment, regardless of 
the actual facts. ‘The other day| 
lobjection was taken to the advertise- 
ment of certain appointment in 
London, American and Japanese 
journals. It was suggested that local 
advertisement was sufficient. In 
point of fact only one local 
candidate was forthcoming. ‘The 
answer of course is that the Coun- 
cil's advisers in seeking to fill 
vacancies are well aware of the: 
field of recruitment and do not look. 
beyond Shanghai if they feel that) 
Ja reasonably good selection can be 
obtained here. The Council ts 
‘bound to adhere to its policy of; 
‘giving general preference to local 
talent, but if it is not to deprive 
itself’ of the expert knowledge 
ordinarily required by a municipal 
administration it must continue to| 
resort to overseas recruitment. 
That is why it is highly im- 
jportant to maintain a proper per: 
Jspective in approaching the prob~ 
em of retrenchment. Contractual 
Jobligations with staff must be 
faithfully observed. ‘The Settle- 
ment, as was pointed out yester- 
Jday, has benefitted by the creation 
Jof a permanent civil service of a 
reasonably good type, free from| 
those defects which inevitably ac- 
Jerue when public officials are 
junderpaid and insecure. It would 
lbe a sad day for Shanghai it those 
traditions were jettisoned.

'Let Shanghai cast its mind back to 
the “boom” periods when the com- 
‘mercial community was supremely 
Jeomplacent. Nothing was expected 
to check its prosperity. “Generosity 
flourished like the bay tree. In 
[the midst of this affluence served 
the Municipal employee who would 
not have been human it he had 
not wondered whether he had taken 
his talents to the right market. 
He had one—and only one—source 
of consolation: comparatively 
Imeagre though his pay was, it was 
“safe” and, in due course, he could 
be sure of a pension, after a long 
term of years. Now, to judge 
trom some criticisms, it is desired 
{to deprive him of that advantage— 
an advantage for which he has 
lduly contracted and which the 
Council has deliberately offered 
fhim for value received. Shanghai 
may have many faults: they do not 
finelude sympathy with sharp 
practice or any form of “biliing.” 
‘Yet that in plain language is what 
is being advocated by the sponsors 
fof certain measures of municipal 
retrenchment. No decent citizen— 
lor, to put it on lower grounds, no 
practical _man—will hesitate” in

LEAGUE'S FUNCTION 
Oct. 22, 

Apprehension over the course of 
events in Europe has led to out 
‘spoken canvassing of the League's 
functions, Out-and-out opponents 
Jof the League have claimed that 
‘their charge that the League is a 
jwar-manufacturing machine is in 
danger of being substantiated. 
‘Yoked with them in uneasy com~ 
panionship are the extreme pacif- 
[cists who declare that, whatever 
happens, recourse to any sort of 
armed argument is to be condemn- 
led. Another section of extreme 
pacificists would go to the opposite 
pole and demand that Great Britain 
should act without the League if 
the collective principle fails and 
proceed single-handed to vindicate 
‘@ broken reed by challenging Italy. 
‘This medley of opinion has fort~ 
junately found expression in 
various forms, so that the Govern- 
ment’s policy can be clearly distin 
guished. It has to be realized that 
underlying the apprehension is a 
widespread horror of war, Leaving 
politicians, professional commenta~ 
tors and theorists out of account, 
there are thousands of men and 
‘women who regard the delivery of 
[the country’s youth to another 
ordeal by fire as a wanton act of

SIGNOR MUSSOLINI's AIM 
‘The dimculty of sifting the news 
“from Bthiopia is no less than was to 
be expected. ‘The resources of 
modern means of communication lend 
themselves to suppression of fact and, 
paradoxically enough, to the generous 
Gissemination of fantosy, Therefore 
it would be highly unwise te attempt 
dogmatically to form opinions on the 
actual course of the eampalgn as se 
far developed. ‘The recorded achieve- 
ments of the Ttallan army seem to 
ive solid gains. The occupation of 
‘Adowa within a few days of the 
order to advance and the surrender 
‘of Aksum together with an accession 
of tribal forces to the Italian armies 
might be held to justify General De 
Bono's claims of success. It is sug 
gested, however, that Signor Mus- 
folini ‘is not satisfied and is falling 
into the war-time politician's error 
of endeavouring to force the hands 
et the General Staff in the field, 
If this symptom be correctly recorded 
it Js appearing early in the counsels 
of the Italian Government. It may 
indicate a certain uneasiness re~ 
garding the stability of the "home 
front". In the ‘Great War appre- 
hhensions ‘of the same» kind—as 
copious war diaries and memoirs 
Tater revealed—led to. interference 
with tho direction in the fleld and, 
not infrequently, to. disaster.

TENSION RELIEVED. 


It Js satisfactory to observe that 
the tension in Europe has been re- 
Veved | by conversations between 
Signor Mussolint and Sir Erie Drum- 
mond, Great Britain's Ambassador at 
Rome. No betier exponent of British 
policy toward the League could be 
found than the League's first Secre- 
‘tary-General, Meanwhile the Co- 
ordinating Committee at Geneva has 
proceeded with the scheme for. im= 
‘posing economic sanctions. Mr. Stan- 
Jey Baldwin has reaffrmed the Gov- 

yrnment's intention to act solely with 
the League and to avold any un 
feral enterprise. Great Britain in fact 
holds that ossociatjon with the Leaguo 
in fulfilment of the Covenant is to 
‘be preferred to an abstention which 
would: probably bring the whole col- 
Ieetive system crashing about the ears 
‘of Europe. The dangers in that result 
are held to be graver than in the 
admittedly solid possibility that the 
Imposition of sanctions may in the 
event lead to war. The situation ha 
been improved by the unequivocal 
assurances now given by France to 
thor British associate. ‘The French 
Government “deserves considerable 
Fespect for its courage, Tt hasbeen in 
‘an exceptionally dificult position, for 
the errors which may be held to 
hhave contributed to the crisis are not 
entirely of one nation’s “making. 
Great Britain, for example, cannot 
Took back oh her own direction 
of policy over the past four 
‘years with undiluted satisfac~ 
Yon. France is in a_eruel dilemma 
‘as the course of events develops. It 
iys much for the courage of ‘her 
statesmen that she has been able to 
face its implications so squarely, 
especially as M. Laval's political rec: 
urity is none’ too well established 
internally. Mr. Baldwin ‘has made 
significant contribution to the task 
of reconciling British and Talian 
views. He has definitely repudiated 
—Indeed scathingly condemned—any 
notion that British aims are inspired 
by a desire to effect political changes 
in Italy. ‘The Fascist creed may not 
‘be admired by the majority of Eng- 
ishmen, but it will be generally re- 
‘ognized that on Italy's shoulders 

lone rests the reponsibility of 
‘endorsing it. ‘The basic diMiculty of 
inducing Italy to reconsider her 
presont attitude, lies in the fear that 
Such a resilement ‘might prove fatal 
to Signor Mussolini's personal. as~ 
cendancy.

STEADY NERVES 


‘The situation as it develops in 
Europe out of Italian aggression in 
Abyssinie has ominous elements. of 
danger. Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
struck the right note in Glasgow 
when he warned his audience that 
the strain of anxiety would be long 
drawn out, The League's handling 
of the sanctions issue’ may seem 
cumbrous and uncertain, but it is 
clear that the determination of the 
Ration-members is susbtantially un- 
shaken. Nor should it be forgotten 
that the responsible governments. 
‘acquiescing in the application of what 
they regard os an effective restraint 
must be in possession of 
Justifying their fateful decisions.

‘No-one studying the trend of public 
‘opinion in Great Britain ean be blind | 
to the fact that strenuous opposition |

existed. ‘This aversion from war is 
not verely the outcome of bitter re- 
feent experience. It arises too from

‘near future. While hoardings inter~ 
fere with the view of the motorist 
{from the road the growth of air travel 
has attracted the eye of the advertis- 
Ing specialist and grouhd advertise- 
ments, designed especially to eatch the 
foye of the air traveller as he passes 
over, are increasing. Tn and around 
most air ports in England, and espé 
cially around London which has 1 
largest volume of trame, there is an 
Increasing tendency for firms to carry 
thelr names and advertising appeals 
fon their factory roofs. Along the 
Great West Road, the new industrial 
area of the Metropolis, this is very 
Roticcable and it derives all the more 
Ineongeuity from the fact that the 
‘general scheme of architecture along 
the road was designed to prevent the 
ugly features generally "associated 
with factory buildings from obtruding 
too foreibly on the eye of the passer- 
by. Of course, it might be argued 
that « few painted sigs and symbols 
‘would add cheerful reliet to the 
otherwise barren stretches of corru- 
gated iron or tiles, but the time is not 
too for distant’ when Bink’s_mar- 
malade, Jink’s toothpaste and Wink's 
petrol ‘will dot the horizontal land 
Seape with the same irritating fre- 
quency as they did the perpendicular 
andseape until the revolt against the 
attempt to shut off England behind 
miles and miles of hoardings led to 
remedial action.

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A PARADOX 


‘Though there is precedent for the 
Judgment given in the United States 
Court for China, on Monday, by 
‘which a divorce was granted to an. 
American woman from her British 
husband, It seems that the problem 
‘which arises out of parties ‘to such 
marriages being able to retain their 
Pre-marriage national status has not 
‘been entirely solved. Undoubtedly so 
far as the plaintiff in the ease is con- 
cerned, she Js, In the eyes of the of- 
clals of her country, a divorced 
‘woman, and apparently free to marry. 
But the reasons why the Judge could 
ot make an order for allmony are 
Precisely the same as those which 
‘would prevent the decree of divorce 
‘being operative against the British 
‘husband. The latter was not, and 
even if he were in Shanghai, ‘could 
not be brought before the Court as 
a defendant, The decree, therefore, 
is not binding upon him'and in no 
sense brings him the reliet which his 
‘wite has obtained, For he is still a 
married man, and before he could re- 
marry it would be necessary for him 
‘in his own Courts for a 
divorce. Should he do so other in- 
Aeresting questions might arise, espe- 
elally as to whether his alleged 
desertion of his wife, his own wrong- 
doing, would entitle him” to. the 
remedy he sought. On the other 
hhand it seems’ equally clear that if 
‘the plaintiff wishes to secure alimony, 
she will have to proceed for a divoree

premises mainly used for the purpose. 
The decision certainly fluttered the 
dovecots in London for it would seem 
‘that clubs will be placed in a very 
‘itieult position it the ruling is ai 
Towed to stand. Games of pure 
chance such as chemin-de-fer, bac~ 
‘carat, and faro may not be played in. 
public at all, but it has generally. 
Been understood that other games, in 
‘which a fair proportion of skill is 
required to win, such as bridge or 
‘whist might be ‘played in public so 
far as the Gaming Acts did not stand 
in the way. Sir Herbert's ruling has 
‘the effect of ranking these last two 
games with the three others quoted, 
‘though there is, of course, a vast dif- 
ference between the two classes of 
pastimes. Mr. St. John Hutchinson, 
Kc, sums the matter up briefly by 
stating that if the decision holds 
‘good mo game of cards could be legal 
it played for money, as no game of 
cards in the whole world ean be one 
of pure skill. Learned counsel 
imagined “that chess probably 
was the only game of pure 
kill for in cards there must, always: 
‘be the chance of the deal. ‘To this 
Gir Herbert replied that the element 
‘of gaming was imported if there were 
‘an element of chance, for it had been 
Yaid down that games of chance 
‘and “games of "skill combined 
‘could be illegal. On the face of it 
‘there would seem to have been an.

‘Triple Train Tragedy

an armoured train was despatched 
from Erhtalho at 1245 a.m. but the 
‘Same bandits derailed it some 1,500 
yards west of the original wreck, 
Wounding six of the soldiers.

‘An accurate estimate of the number

Wuchang, Oct. 7. 

‘The schools of Wuchang have all 
opened after the summer holidays. 
In spite of the bad conditions among 
the farmers and merchants, the 
number of students seems higher than 
last year. “Only one or two of the 
private schools, where the fees are 
fairly high. have a smaller number. 
Wuhan University has a large increase 
in students, Among the new teachers 
there is Mr. Julian Bell who came to 
the University from England to 
lecture on English literature. ‘The 
library building on top of the bill 
now is completed and adds consider- 
ably to the magnificence of the view 
of the university from the front, ‘The 
building for the engineering school is 
‘more than half finished, 

‘The lake below the university was 
very popular place during the 
‘summer with its boats and. bathing. 
Every Sunday hundreds of people, 
Chinese and foreign came from Han- 
kow for a bathe and a sail and 
perhaps a walk on the hills beyond, 

‘Aeroplanes used on the services up 
and down the Yangtze now spend 
their nights on the lake, rater than 
‘on the river where there may be 
danger from the rough water in a 
wind, In bad weather they land all 
thelr passengers and freight from the 
lake. A Customs officer is posted at 
the lake-side. 

A new middle school with a good 
enrolment opened beside the unl 
sity, It is called the East Lake School. 
It is under a board of directors most 
ly drawn from the professors of 
university, At present it is only a 
Junior middie school. 

‘The Bureau of Reconstruction con- 
tinues to develope the roads in Wu- 
chang. A new road is being cut 
through the Yentzushan, almost op- 
posite the tunnel leading through the 
Serpent Hill, A cutting about seventy 
feet deep is being made. It will bring 
broad road into a part of the city 
‘into which it was impossible to drive 
before. ‘The soil and rock cut out 
are being used to ralse some of the 
low lying open spaces. Some was 
used to level the Yuehmachang, which 
also wis improved by the removal 
of a delapidated stage, formerly used 
by public speakers. ‘There is talk of 
further improvements and widening 
of streets on a much greater scale, 
‘To this we look forward with a good 
deal of trepidation, as we do not 
know whose property will suffer. A 
Rew provineial library Is being built 
‘in Wuchang; the foundation stone was 
laid last week by Governor Chang 
Chun, 

















Many Anniversaries 


‘The American Church Mission hela 
services last Sunday in celebration of 
the 100th anniversary’ of the begin- 
ning of their work in China. This 
woek the Y.M.C.A. is celebrating the 
50 anniversary of its foundation in 
China. Another S0th anniversary 
which is soon to be observed is that of 
Wesley School, which was opened ou 
the Changkal on the present site of 
the Provincial Library. about to be 
moved. In 1906, the provincial gov- 
ernment gave the school’s present site 
In exchange for the land in the city, 
to the great advantage of the school,

Most of the 
land between Haichow and Hsucbow, 
a distance of 140 miles, is elther 
covered with flood waters or is 
‘threatened with inundation at any 
moment, the water being held back 
only by temporary dykes. 

Local heavy rains, which have 

‘ounted almost to cloudbursts, have 
added to the seriousness of the 
situation in parts of the Halchow 
tervitory, Some sections which have 
not yet been touched by the flood 
‘waters from the Yellow River, have 
been greatly damaged by " local 
floods caused by very heavy ral: 
I have seen several villages which 
Dractically were wiped out through 
the flooding of a river nearby whose 
waters were swollen by cloudbursts. 
However, the local flood waters 
bsided, and there is great 

the ' damage trom this 
source may be comparatively small. 
It ts another story entirely when it 
comes to the floods which have come 
down from the Yellow River and 
deluged the country between Haichow 
‘and Hauchow.

‘Where the land is inundated, the 
loss of property {is tremendous. T 
hhave seen many houses crumbling to 
pieces under the pressure of the 
water and I have seen others still 
standing with water over the roots, 
almost ‘sure to collapse in a short 
time, Here too, it is impossible 10 
‘ell the extent of the damage. Prob- 
ably the greatest loss is “in the 
crops which were ruined. Few 
families have anything left trom one 
erop to another, so when they lose 
crop it means great distress and 
when they fail to get two crops in 
succession, many are sure to perish 
from hunger, unless help comes from 
‘the outside, 

‘In many’ places forced tabour has 
been used in building dykes and in 
strengthening river banks. In other 
‘eases people have gone out and built 
aykes" which they. hope will hold. 
Often these dykes proved the ruin of 
those who built them, because the 
‘waters were held back just long 
enough to gather suMicient force to 
break the dykes and rush torrentially 
fon ‘the stricken people. Had the 
ykes not been built, the water would 
hhave come slower and less damage 
would have been done. In many 
cases, the attempt on the part of 
some to save their land at the ex- 
pense of others resulted as disastrous- 
ly for them, 

‘When flood first reached the Hal- 
chow District, the system of water- 
‘ways which was started by the use 
of famine relief funds some time ago 
‘and carried further by government 
action—but not yet by any means

‘Autopsy Statement 

Dr. J. Hung Liu, Director of Public 
Health, issued a’ statement in the

He said: “The examination of the 
body was concluded on Wednesday | 
evening, and a report was given to 
the Procurator and the police yes- 
terday morning. The results of the| 
Jexamination may be summarized 4s 
follows: 

“There were slight injuries in the left 
neck region and the outer side of the 
Fight thigh. These wounds consisted of 
Superficial ‘brutses ‘and scratches, “not 
Suclent to cause death. 

‘There was no evidence of any dicase 
in any organ of the body, including the 
Dain, whch could have caused death. 

"Chemical and. toxicological Investiga~ 
tions of the organs and. thelr contents 
laclosed van absence of any known 
olson, ergante oF inorgante. 

"There wat no evidence of criminal 
gout, 

"The ‘most important positive findings 
‘were an absence of clotting of blood in 
the heart and blood. vessels, almost 24 
hears after death, and of congestion of 
several of the organs. 

‘Death ‘Through Asphyxiation 


“These findings point to death! 
through asphyxiation, presumably by| 
means of smothering. The presence 
Jof undigested food in the stomach 
suggests that death took place within 
two to three hours after eating.”

The f Navigation 
Kiating is the end of steam naviga- 
tion from Shanghai. It is possible to. 
travel from the coast to this far 
inland city in comparative comfort. 
‘A “Butterfield " of “Jardine” steamer 
will bring the traveller as far as 
[Chungking and from there the Ming 
‘Sen Company has a regular flotilla 
plying between Luchow, Suitu, and 
[Kiating. At present there is a vessel 
arriving practically every day and 
‘though nearly 2,000 miles from the 
‘coast. gay Shanghai does not seem so 
very far away. It is possible 'n this 
garden city to write a ticket right 
through to Shanghai. Years ago this 
seemed hardly possible. 

‘The Ming Sen flotilla numbers 41 
boats, plying in three directions, up 
to Hochuan, down to Fuchow, Ichang, 
‘and Shanghai, and in to Klating. For 
the first six months of 1935 the com- 
pany made a profit of $140,000. ‘The 
brains and capital are practically 
Szechuan products and something this 
province has no cause of which to be 
ashamed. Some of the vessels now 
fare under commission to carry troops 
to Szechuen. 

One wet evening in September we 
boarded the Min An for Kiating. We 
took deck passage as the days were 
excessively hot, belng told that this 
was quite “OX.” during ‘summer 
months. We discovered, however, 
that the deck of the Min An was 
packed to excess, more tickets being 
sold than the ship could accommodate. 

One reason why so many tickels 
‘were sold was that some of the pas 
sengers were only travelling a very 
short dlstance up the Yangtze.

BANDIT CHIEFTAIN’S 
VIOLENT DEATH 


Hsu Yen-kang Shot by 
Government Troops 
rom Oun Ov Comtsroxoerr 


Kiuklang, Oct, 2. 
A brief account of the death, which 
now is confirmed, of the notorious 
Hsu Yen-kang, Red chieftain may be 
interesting. 

‘Subsequent to the voluntary sur- 
render of Kung Ho-chung, an able 
leader and commander of the Red 
forees in Western Kiangsi, in the 
summer of 1084, the Red ‘influence 
‘and the morale ‘of thelr forces de- 
cidedly were waning. In order to 
strengthen their position in western 
Kiangsi, Hsu Yen-kang, army com- 
mander’ and formerly commander-in- 
chief of the Red forces in the Kiang- 
si-Fuklen Soviet area, was appointed 
by the then Red Central Govern- 
nient at Juikin, southern Kiangsl to 
‘succeed Kung, as the supreme chief- 
tain of the demoralized Red 16th 
‘Army Corps and the roving bands 
formerly belonging to Kung Ho- 
chung. 

Having undergone some sort of 
reorganization of his men. in the 
‘mountains, Hsu assumed his new 
dutles and created disturbances in 
the rear of the Government forces 
with a view to menacing the victor! 
us march toward Juikin in October 
and November of 1934. Contrary to 
his schemes and expectations, Juikin, 
the so-called capital of the’ Soviel 
Republic in China, fell into the 
hands of the Government units on 
November 10, 1084, 


Collapse of Red Forces 


After the collapse of the Red forces 
in Kiangsi, Hsu lost hig connect 
with the ‘main body of the Red 
marauders who, led by Chu Ter and 
‘Mao ‘Tse-tung, beat their long. trek 
westward into Kwelchow, Yunnan 
and Szechuen--and took matters 
Into his own hand. Looting, burning 
and pillaging, Hsu ied his men roving 
‘about without any destination along 
the borders of Hunan, Hupeh and 
Kiangsi, trusting his fate to heaven 

Considerable damage was: done in 
the border districts of the three 
provinces during the past seven or 
eight months. In May, they forced 
their way northward ag far as Yanglu 
and regions in the neighbourhood of 
Yochow on the  Wuchang-Changsha 
Line, but were repulsed by Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang’s troops. stationed 
at Puchi and Klayu, along the south- 
‘eastern border of Hupeh, 

After numerous skirmishes in the 
mountainous region of the three 
provinces, where guerrilla warfare 
was staged by the outlaws, the main 
body of Reds penetrated” eastward 
near Tayueh and Wuhsuen, threaten: 
ing the safety of the two Yangtze 
ities in the middle of August. Doom- 
ed to failure, they were conpletely 
smashed by the Young Marshal's men 
Rear Tayueh on the southern bank 
of the Yangtze, 

Klangsi Border Blocked 


Meantime, the Klangsi border was 
closely blocked by Kiangsi troops to 
cut off the retreat or possible pen: 
tration southeastward of the "Red 
‘marauders who suffered a crushing 
defeat at the hands of Government 
forces on the Hunan-Hupeh border

‘means were employed. Kung Ho- 
chung, former Red army commander 
‘and later, assoclated with the Gen: 
eralissimo’s Provisional Headquarters 
at Nanchang, was appointed Special 
Pacification Commissioner for western

among the Reds, most of whom were 
hhis former followers, and. to invite 
them to submit to the Government 
forces. As a result, thousands of 
‘bandits returned to’ him during the 
last six months. 

As they were badly routed in the 
front by the combined forces of the 
Hunan troops under Gen. Ho Chien, 
Chairman of Hunan and Commander=

Practically the whole of Sikong. 
ls now under the protection of the

0 well-diseiplined and greaily re- 
spected by the Sikong people. Un- 
fortunately, these Hunanese are un- 
accustomed to such extreme al- 
titudes, and deaths occur frequent.

37 years, of which 33 years he 
spent on’ the border of China and 
Tibet. During this time he has 
velled far and wide, distributing his 
tracts, absorbing ‘Tibetanism and 
making a greater record of travelling 
perhaps than any other missionary 
in the neighbourhood. 

He acted as guide and companion 
to Prof. EH. Wilson during that 
eminent botanist's expedition to the 
interior. He also accompanied Pro: 
Weigold of Germany, Dr. Gordon 
Bowles, the American anthropologist; 
Mr. Herbert Stevens of the Chicago 
Field Museum Expedition, the Heims- 
Sun Yat-sen University Expedition, 
and Col. Bailey on the latter's trip 
to Mewkong on the right bank of 
the Salween River. where they made 
the sensational discovery of a pysmy 
tribe. 

‘One of the most spectacular trips| 
made by Mr. Edgar, however, was 
from Batang to Shangehen and ‘north 
to Litang a territory covering over 
2,000 miles, most of which was al- 
‘most unknown and unsurveyed..

Schaeffer, who is a zoologist of the 
Goettingen University, is considered 
by many as the greatest hunter that 
as ever come to China. though he is 
iM In his twenties. He probably 
has a greater variety of big game to 
his record than any other hunter. 

‘He spent several months hunting 
north of Jekundo. where no. white 
‘man had dared to go, and has secured 
‘many unusual specimens of birds and 
game. Mr. Schaeffer and Mr. Duncan 
expect to leave Tachienlu together 
with the Edgar party, arriving in 
Shanghai towards the end of this 
‘month.

New Regulations Exclude 
Foreign Capital 
Nonking, Oct. 19. 
Taree sets of Railway Regulations 
|—Reguiations "governing Private- 
operated. Railways, Regulations EOv- 
fering Local. Government-operated 
Railways, and Regulations governing 
Railways for Specie Purposes were 
passed by the Legislative Yuan at its 
Bara regular meeting yesterday. The 
meeting was presided over by Pre~ 
Hdent Sun Fo and attended by 05 
members. 
‘The Regulations governing Private- 
operated ‘allways and the Regul 





tlong governing ‘Local Govern- 
Jment-operated Railways were re- 
vised and adopted in accord- 


ance with the recommendations of 
the special Committee—consisting of 
Messrs, Ma Yin-chu, Lien Sheng-hai, 
Cheng’ Hung-nien, Wel  Ting-sheng, 
Chen Chang-heng, Shih Shang-Kuan 
‘and Chen Ku-yuan—appointed to ex- 
famine the drafts. 

‘The Regulations governing Railways 
tor Specific Purposes weretpassed in 
‘accordance with the joint report of 
‘the Economic, Legislation and Fin- 
ance Committees. 

During the deliberations yesterd: 
the question of the issue of deben- 
tures by Private Railway Companies 
in connection with the Regulations 
Jgoverning Private-operated Railways, 
which delayed the passing of the 
Regulations at a. previous meeting,| 
‘was again the subject of a heated de- 
Date. ‘Upon the motion of President | 
Sun Fo, it was finally decided that 
the total amount of debentures which 
may be issued by any private rai 
way company must not, except for 
the completion of the railways, ex- 
ceed the total assets of the Railway 
at the time of the proposed issue. 

‘As to the utilization of foreign 
capital, whlch was another knotty is- 
‘sue facing the Yuan at its 31st meet- 
ing, it. was decided that no foreign 
capital’ shall be admitted in private 
Fallway companies. 

‘Any Chinese citizen who secures| 
capital and organizes a company to 
construct a railway for the business 
‘of conveying passengers or freight, 
it is provided, shall be governed by 
the Regulations governing Private- 
‘operated Railways. Consisting of 73 
articles, divided into nine chapters, 
the Regulations provide that private 
railway companies may accept Gov- 
emment share capital but may not 
‘accept foreign share capital. Nor may 
they contract with foreign interest 
for loans on mortgage, except with 
the special permission of the Govern- 
meat. 

‘Except for the completion of the| 
railways, no private railway compans 

issue Debentures exceeding the 
tal assets of tho Railway at the 
time of issue. 

‘The Regulations further stipulate! 
that the term of the charter to be| 
granted any private-operated.railway| 
shall not exceed 30 years. Upon the 
expiration of this period, the 
company may continue to enjoy the| 
ight of operation for ten more years, 
provided the Government does not| 
fake over the railway upon payment 
of due compensation. 

‘The Regulations governing Local 
Government-operated Railways pro-| 
‘vide that, except under special ‘cit-| 
jcustances, no local government may| 
build any railway overlapping the 
territory in which it exercises 
jurisdiction, 

‘The shares of Local Government-| 
operated railways, it is further pro-| 
vided, may also be subscribed for by| 
private interests. provided that such| 
private shares shall not exceed 40| 
ber cent of the total capital. The 
Regulations consist of 36 articles. 

‘The Regulations governing Railways 
for Specific Purposes, consisting of 20 
Jarticles, apply to light railways con~ 
structed by any enterprise (such as 3, 
imine) specifically for its own trans- 
portation purpeses—Kuo Min.

MANY ARRESTS IN 
HARBIN 


Elements Subversive to 
Government 
Front Oun Own Comesroxsene 


Harbin, Oct. 9. 
According to the local Russian 
press, about 120 persons were 
arrested yesterday, these including 
the editor of the “Novosti Vostok,” 
the Soviet daily newspaper. Besides 
the editor, other leading members. of 
the staff were arrested, thus making 
it impossible for the ‘paper to ap- 
pear this morning. ‘The Russian 
ress in commenting on the arrests, 
states that it is necessary for the 
Peace and order of the city that all 
injurious elements should be removed 
fand that such a “clean-up” will 
be for the good of the” entire 
population. ‘They are accused of 
being connected with anti-Govern- 
ment elements, and also have the 
support of a ‘certain neighbouring 
country. Rumours go the length of 
stating ‘that Russian emigrants will 
be forbidden to reside in Manchou 
kuo. It is easily seen to what an 
extent these rumours are false. 
Their absurdity is proved by the 
Russian emigrants themselves, who 
residing in Manchoukuo, have “the 
rights of citzenship andthe authori- 
tles far from persecuting in any way, 
fon the contrary, give them every 





facility. 
The Russian in Manchoukuo has. 
rights as the Russian residing in 


Shanghai never dreamed of. ‘The 
government of Manchoukuo has built 
Up its state policy on high principles 
of justice, never in any way  per~ 
secuting its loyal cltizens, no mat- 
ter what thelr nationality, 

On the other hand, ensuring peace 
and order, the Government is" tak- 
ing measures to sift out harmful 
‘elements from Manchoukuo. The 
Government firmly has resolved to 
remove from its country all persons 
who are inclined to be hostile to 
the principles which are the basis of 
policy of Manchoukuo. ‘The recent 
arrests were for the purpose of re- 
moving such elements, 

Deaths on the Streets 

During September 118 persons died 
fon the streets of Harbin, of which 
105 men and six women ‘were Man- 
choukuoans and two men and two 
‘women were Russians.” These figures 
are very favourably compared with 
the month before, when the number 
of dead bodies picked up in the 
streets was well over 300, Now 
there are no complaints of dead 
bodies “being left several days on 
the pavements as was the case a 
short time ago. 


‘The Salvation Army 

‘The Salvation Army through one 
of its officers stationed in Japan, 
recently made investigations in 
‘Manchoukuo, and detided to con- 
Sider this country as a separate mis- 
sionary ‘fel, establishing _ stations 
under the cohtrol of the Japanese 
branch.

RURAL WORKERS 


Country People on Road to

Wusih, Oct, 14, 
‘The third annual conference of 
rural workers in China has been 
meeting during the past week at the 
Kiangsu Provincial College of Educa- 
tion at Wusih—169 delegates, repre- 
senting nineleen provinces were pres- 
fent, including some of the outstanding. 
thinkers and workers in the fleld of 
rural reconstruction. Among. them

Diseussfons ‘were carried on and 
speeches made in Kuoyu, the national 
language, which was well understood 
by all present, and_as they covered 
the experiences of 99 institutions or 
agencies whose delegates attended the 
‘conference they were of the greatest 
Interest.

Doctors, ' educators, — agriculturist 
leaders of the co-operative move 
ments, and directors of various rural 
fexperiments took part in the discus 
sions, and there was a general feeling 
that ‘this important work of educat- 
Ing and improving the condition of the 
rural population is in a most promis- 
ing condition, In inereasing numbers 
the intellectual classes are going into 
the country to live, and work. The 
country people are making’ great 
advances in self-government "and 
economic stability, the latter being 
ably fostered by''the banks which 
co-operate in helping them get started

which thelr natural thrift and. in- 
dustry enables them to reach with 
Jamazing success. 

‘At the present conference strong. 
jemphasis was laid on the importance 
of a spiritual regeneration for China,

CHEKIANG 


Farmers Receive Little for 
‘Their Produce 
Fron Our Owst Comzsrowoes 


Hangchow Oct. 4. 

‘There is nothing as inspiring as the 
wide sweeps of country with ripened 
graln waiting for the husbandman. 
‘After a visit round the south-west 
corner of the province, a “Vision 
splendid” is imprinted on the mind, 
This is in striking contrast to the 
corresponding period of last year 
when the unprecedented drought 
transformed the fair land into a 
pleture of despair. For miles and 
tiles the promising rice was scorched 
by the long-continued heat, and the 
harvests failed utterly. This year's 
yield 1s a bounteous one, and the 
‘country people rejoice, 

‘These are days of cheap rice and 
plenty, but cheap rice means ruina~ 
tion to the shop-Keeper.

Shanghai Launch Train 
Victimized

Huchow, Oct. 5. 
‘That coal is being mined on the 
White Bird Mountains, less than two 
miles northwest of the city is a fact 
‘hat has lately come to light. It ap- 
pears that within the last two or 
three months traces were discovered 
there, and a company was formed to 
ook into the possibilities of the situ- 
ation. Work was begun, and it is now 
Yeported that one or two tons of coal 
are being taken out of the ground 
daily. 

‘One of the large silk factories ‘of 
the city has closed permanently. The 
reason given is that the proprietor 
was losing money. The _ workers, 
numbering over 600, protested, and 
| appealed to the mayor, declaring that

| they’ would soon have nothing to buy 
| food with. Despite pleas and protesta- 
| tions ‘the factory was closed. In a 
| final setttement the workers were 
| partislly satisfied with a rather large 

bonus, amounting in the case of the 
mien weavers to $33 a man,

matter, A clerk in a large shop who 
had received a salary only suficient 
barely to support his family of six, 
suddenly found himself on half pay.

Meetings of Diplomatic, 
Naval Leaders to Study 


On Thursday morning, the “North- 
China Daily News” had’ the oppor- 
tunity of discussing current condi- 
tions in China with Mr. Akira 
Ariyoshi, the Japanese Ambassador 
to China. His Excellency is in Shang- 
hai at tho moment and expects to, 
be here for some days, as a meeting 
Is to be held on the 20th inst, for an 
‘exchange of views between Japanese 
Consular and Military and ‘Naval 
officers. Mr. Ariyoshi explained th 
this mecting, lke the conference re- 
cently held’ in Dairen, really was a 
matter of routine, Stich meetings 
periodically occur, are mainly of 
@epartmental interest, and facilitate 
the co-ordination of the various ser- 
vices in thelr dealings with China, 

‘The situation in the North, he con~ 
sidered, was not unsatisfactory, but 
there was a certain amount of anxiety 
‘over possible attempts by unemploy- 
ed politicians to stimulate an atmos- 
phere of uneasiness. Some of these 
activities might not be favourable 
to Gen. Chiang Kai-shek. But the 
‘Japanese Government's policy was to 
regard the Government~at Nanking 
fas the Central Government and to 
keop aloof trom any internal strife 
in China, 


Chinese Position Respected 

Although the Japanese view was 
that the recognition of Manchoukuo 
was desirable in the interests of 
China, in that it would remove an 
important obstacle in the way of the 
Becopted policy of Sino-Japanese 
rapprochement, there was apprecia- 
tion of the fact that it could not be 
hurried. The Chinese Government 
had their own difficulties and their 
position was respected. ‘The Japan 
‘ese Government, in fact, considered, 
that good progress was stowly being 
made in consolidating Sino-Japanese 
relationships, and there was no pres- 
‘ent intention to attempt to force 
the pace by dramatic action or re- 
presentations outside the ordinary 
diplomatic routine, 

‘The economic situation was, of 
course, giving anxiety, but It was’ not 
so bad ax some people seemed to 
think. Just as the Chinese people, 
for whom Mr. Arlyoshl, by dint of 
hig more than 25 years’ service in 
this country, had a great affection and 
‘admiration, were able to endure and 
resist calamities of all kinds, so he 
felt that the economic crisis gradually 
would be overcome. 


Shanghal Matters 

In rogard to Shanghal, Mr, Ariyosht 
warmly recognized the part the Brit 
ish had played in building up the 
International Settlement, and he felt 
that British readiness to co-operate 
with the other nationalities in the 
Settlement was of considerable value, 
On that ground alone, he felt that 
the leaders of the British community 
Were wise in urging thelr followers 
to exercise more emphatically their 
franchise in the Municipal Elections. 

"Ad for the current controversies in 
munelpal affairs, Mr. Arlyosht point 
‘ed out that all communities had their 
extremists, Many Japanese, however, 
recounized the reality of British 
oodwill and believed that municipal 
Controversies could be solved in the 
Fight spirit of amity on which Shang- 
hhat long had prided itself 

‘An alleged plot to attack the high 
Japanese army, navy, and diplomatic 
fficials who will meet in Shanghai 
during the week-end is being investt- 
gated by the Japanese consular and 
military” authorities and the Settle- 
ment Police. The plot is sald to have 
been fomented by Korean students 
and’ Chinese reactionaries, and a 
search for the alleged ringleader has 
been started. Delegates to the con- 
ference are already arriving. 

Vice-Admiral Hyakutake will also 
eave Shanghai on October 23 in the 
Iwale to take part in the joint’army 
‘and navy ianquvres to be held in 
the vicinity of Sasebo. He will, how- 
ever, return to Shanghai on’ Nov- 
ember 18 In the light eruiser Tama. 

"The Iwate will later be replaced by 
‘the cruiser Tdzumo, which until on 
Saturday, was the flagship pf the 
Third Fleet.

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BANKNOTES AND THE FORGERS 


Speaker on Security Printing Tells of Long Drawn 
Out Struggle Between the Two 


Mr. B.C. Westall, managing direc 
tor of Messrs. De Ia Rue & Co., Lid. 
London, was’ the speaker at Thurs- 
day's timn-meoting of the Shanghai 
Rotary Club, held at the Metropole 

= Hotel, and gave a most  Interestin 
address" on “Security Printing: 
Sir George Willis was among ° the 
specially invited guests.

Referring to the antiquity of bank- 
notes in China, Mr. Westall mentioned 
-that at the Bank of England he was 
shown_a bank-note which he was in- 
formed was nearly 200 years old, and 
it was only, when he changed a’new 
£5 Bank of England note, receiving 
for It 65 Chinese bank-notes that he 
realized that those bank-notes of 2,000 
years ago were still in circulation, 
irty in appearance with much use, 
‘and with thelr wounds patched up 
‘With stleking plaster, saying that thelr 
‘bank “will pay on demand the sum of 
‘$1". Te was, ald the speaker, 3 
moving sight. 

“There Is a very great danger” con- 
tinued Mr. Westall, ‘in allowing a 
‘bank-note io remain'in circulation too 
Jong. It gets so old, and so dirty, 
that the printing becomes indecipher- 
able: all that a forger has to do is to 
get a forgery that Is not by any means 
@ perfect one, but which has some’ 
faint resemblance to a genuine note: 
hhe can dirty it, and maltreat it, and 
he will find no difMcully in passing it, 
‘ecause there are so many fithy notes 
in circulation at the same time. More| 
Important: in the manufacture of 
‘bank-note paper there isa substance 
‘used called ‘size'—a gelatine substance 
‘of some sort of animal fat, whieh, 
in the course of time, tends to be- 
come decomposed, and after decom- 
position sets in a bank-note isnot 
only a bank-note, but becomes a home 
for germs and bacteria, which ix = 
real danger to the community — al 
large. 





















History of Bank-notes 


‘Apart from that antiquily, the 
original bank-notes were introduced 
by the Lombards in Lombardy in the 
1th century. There a group of 
‘wealthy merchants got together, and 
their reputation and credit was’ such 
that the Lombards willingly accepted 
their LO.U's instead of gold or cur- 
Yeney. From that developed the first 
of the modern bank-noles in Lom- 
bardy, The production of the word 
“company” on the Bank of England 
notes is very interesting, because it 
shows a close connection between the 
Bank of England and the old Lom- 
bards. ‘The, contraction “Co” really 
represents “compa”, which is short 
for the Italian word “compagnia”—the 
Governor and Compagnia of the Bank 
of England. Very’ shortly after «the 
first issue of notes by the Lombards, 
the practice grew in various European 
countries, of using paper instead of 
coin, And that practice grew $0 
rapidly, that it became a ‘positive 
danger. There was no. legislation 
governing the conditions of issue, with 
the result that before very long’ there 
were several sovere erlsis, culminat- 
ing in the South Sea Bubble, in whieh 
hundreds and hundreds of private 
banks all over Europe erashod, bring- 
{ing in thelr train untold misery. 

“Atter that, legislation was intro- 
duced governing the conditions on 
which a bank was allowed to fast its 
own notes, and these conditions re 
mained static until after the War. 
Since that event, we have seen © 
tremendous ‘movement in eurreney: 
owing to the mal-administration of 
gold money, all the countries of the 
‘world have’ beon compelled to aban- 
don gold us their yard-stick of cur 
rency, and we have now, what. Is 
called the “sterling group” in which 
the yard-stiek of exchange is not a 
metallic backing, but what anybody 
will give for a £1 note, The results 
have been that the bank-nole printer 
is faced with a very serious problem, 
and the study of bank-notes to-day, 
is. maticr of the greatest importance 
{to the whole of the community. 

































Punishment for Forgery. 


‘Tho first bank-note printer's job 
was a very easy onc. Forgery was 
very difficult for three reasons: ‘There 
was no such thing as a camera: no| 
such thing as mechanical methods of 
Feproduction, and, perhaps mast dm- 
Portant of all, the punishment for 
forgery was death. In spite of the 
heavy’ handicaps imposed, however, 
the old forgers were mot to be deter: 
red: they produced thelr forgeries, 
‘and the bankers were forced to go t0 
their printers, and ask them to print 
their notes in’ a manner which would, 
render it more dificult for a forger 
to make a reproduction, 

“The frst invention was the Intro- 
duction of a machine called the 
“pantograph”. Prior-to that the bank 
note was merely a promise to pay, 
containing usually a portrait of the 
Governor of the bank, signed by hand 
dy the director, and also. by the 
cashier.“ Tt was found” that this 


prevent forgers uttering a large num- 
ber of counterfeits, so the pantograph 
machine was invented, a simple affair, 
Which enabled microscopic letterin 
to be introduced into a bank-note i 
Jsuch quantities that it took the forger 
Ja very long time to imitate. ‘The 
mtroduetion of the camera changed 
the whole aspect of forgery. Instead 
Jof having laboriously to engrave 
plate by hand, a.process which took 
8 forger months and months, he found 
‘himself able to make a typographic 
plate from a photograph, and the 
bank-note printers were forced to, 
introduce anti-photographie tint in 
their notes, so that the forgers were 
unable to separate the tint printings 
from the plate printings, whieh, how- 
fever, the forgers counteracted by in- 
‘trodicing colour sereens.” 


Prevention Impossible 


‘The speaker then went into techni- 
cal dotalls regarding the process ot 
engraving, and its various branches 
as applied to bank-note production, 
and concluded: “Bank-note printers 
nowadays have to do more than pre- 
vent a forger from oblaining a nega- 
live: we have to print the notes in 
such a way as to prevent the forger,| 
even when he has a negative, from 
being able to print his notes in such 
@ way as to be able to deceive the 
‘ordinary general public, which is done 
in various ways. Most modern bank: 
notes use a watermark, but there are 
very few banknote forgerieg made 
since the War, where a good. water- 
mark, particularly of a portrait, ha: 
been adequately forged. We cannot 
make a note which cannot be forged— 
there 4s no such thing: we try te 
make it as dificult as possible, and 
as tedious as possible for the forger, 
bbut our real object is to print the 
notes in such a way that the forger 
‘will forge somebody else's notes 
Gaughter), Bankenote manutactur- 
cers are the only people in the world 
who are entirely altruistic, because 
they spend the whole of thelr time 
in making money for other peopl

INSTITUTE 


Wonderful Demonstrations 
at Annual Reception: 


Children who are unable to see, to 
hear, and, in many eases, to speak, 
roved that, despite these great handi- 
caps. it is stilt possible to accomplish 
much in the way of art, music 
handicrafts, and athletics, when 
they provided entertainment on Satur- 
day afternoon for the 450 guests who, 
attended the annual “at home” of the 
Institution for the Chinese Blind, 290 
Hungjao Road. ‘The “at home,” ‘held 
by tie committee of management of 
‘the institution, was opened with an 
Inspection of the building, which was 
followed by a programme presented 
bby the pupils, 

Mr, Erle G. Clarke, chairman of! 
the “committee, opened the pro- 
gramme, and a briet welcome was 
given by Mr. George B. Fryer, the 
Superintendent. Immediately after 
this, Mme, Wu Te-chen, wile of the 
Mayor of Greater Shanghal, present- 
ed diplomas to ten pupils who had 
completed the full course at the 
‘school. The presentation was follow= 
ed by two songs sung by the senior 
chorus. Blind pupils then  demon-| 
strated mass gymnasium work, and 
deat pupils took part in another de- 
‘monstration. 

‘One of the most interesting events 
was the dumb-bell drill by blind 
pupils, which immediately preceded 
@ musical interlude including songs, 
by the junior chorus, recitations in 
English ‘by blind primary pupils, @ 
folk-dance by the deaf girls, and a 
piano solo by Wu Shao-yung, — who 
earlier in the afternoon had played, 
specially for Mr. Shura Cherassky, 
the famous Russian pianist, who pro- 
nounced his work “excellent.” Deat 
boys came next on the programme, 
with Chinese boxing, and the blind 
boys closed the demonstrations with| 
aifieult pyramid building.

REORGANIZING THE 
FRONTIERSMEN 


Founder’s World Tour to 
Rebuild Legion 


Making a trip around the world for 
the purpose of rebuilding the Legion 
of Frontiersmen, of which he was} 
the founder, Captain R. Pocock, 
veteran of two wars, passed through 
‘Shanghai on Sunday’ in the ss. _Em- 
press of Russia. The Legion of Fron- 
Uersmen is a world wide organiza~ 
ion that was founded in 1904, but 
due to the loss of 9,000 of its mem- 
bers during the war, and subsequent 
deaths, the lst of members has de- 
preciaied. Céptain Pocock, row 70 
years old, is visiting the various 
branches ‘of the organization, en- 
couraging new memberships, and est- 
ablishing new squadrons in those 
cities that have no branch. 

During his few hours here yester- 
day he visited several people in 
Shanghai who will, he hopes, under- 
fake to start a squadron here. Due, 
however, to the day being Sunday, 
‘and with all the offees closed, 
had not much hope that he would 
be able to accomplish a great deal. 

During his trip around the world 
he has visited South Africa, Austra- 
Ya, New Zealand, and Hongkong. He 
spoke enthusiastically of New Zea- 
land, which he characterized as a 
marvellous country. 

‘The headquarters of the Legion 
ore in London, and the president and 
the vice-president are, like himself, 
ex-constables of the | Canadian 
‘Mounted Police. Before the war the 
organization had a grand total of 17,- 
500 members, but war took away 
‘more than Half of that number. 


A Strenuous Career 


Captain Pocock was born in 1865. 
His father was a commander in the 
British Navy, and the son, like his 
father, started in to prepare himself 
for the sea. But apparently he did 
not take to the sea, and after finish- 
ing his education, he joined the Royal 
N. W. Mounted’ Police. He sorved 
in the second Riel Rebellion in 1885 
where ho was frozen and pensioned. 
During another trouble in northern 
British Columbia in 1887 he served 
Qs a newspaper correspondent for a 
Montreal paper, but he said that the 
Government forces could not come in 
contact with the Iodians whom they 
hhad been sent to quell, so the whole 
“war” was ruined ag far as he was

His mission was entirely 
successful, and he accordingly sug- 
gested to’ his father, the Emperor 
JAsoka, that a token, in the form of 
fa branch from the sacred tree at 
[Buddha Gaya, be sent to Ceylon to 
‘bring that country's people in closer 
ouch with Buddha. 

‘A day was appointed, and a branch. 
[taken from the tree at an auspicious 
hour, being received by the Emperor, 
standing on a gold chair, who planted 
ft in a vase made of pure gold and 
failed with perfumed ‘soil.

+ Guarantor of Debt Sued 


“We are not s0 terrible, you know, 
Judge P. Grant Jones said in HM. 
‘Supreme Court, on Monday, Oct. 14, to 
Mrs. N. A. Staniak, who excitedly gave 
her reasons for sueing Mr. W. J. B. 
Stonham, guarantor of a debt of $96, 
in the British Court, rather than Mr. 
Chaillet, the debtor, who is a French 
subject, inthe French Court. She 
took Mz, Challlet, she said, io the 
French Consular authorities and was 
‘advised, after she had produced a 
note of guarantee of payment. signed 
by Mr, Stonham, to sue Mr. Stonham 
in, the British Court. 

‘Wat I cannot understand,” the 
Judge said, “is why the French. au- 
thorities did not order Mr. Chaillet to

‘The Judge—So that what you did 
was. to. guarantee on behalf of 
Chaitlet to recover a debt, which was 
owing by Chaille, which was no 
guarantee at all. 

‘Mr, Stonham said he signed on 
‘behalf of the Shanghai Technical 
Company, because he was a creditor 
of the company. 

‘The Judge pointed out that, as a 
ereditor, he had no right to sign on. 
behalf of the company. "You are 

le personally,” he concluded, “on 
this letter of guarantee, Your remedy 
Js to sue Mr. Chaillet 

Mrs. Staniak was suing for rent 
owed by Mr. Chaillet for two months. 
She said she was Polish by marriage 
but Italian by birth. She was given 
Judgment for the amount claimed, 
with costs. 


Surety Who Kept Silent 
Claiming $218, money and interest 
on & promissory note, $30 costs, and 
$11.25" court fees, Gian Singh, re- 
resented by ‘his ‘attorney, Naranjan 
Singh, in_H. M. Supreme’ Court, on 
‘Monday, Oct. 14, was given judgment 
for $200, plus costs and court fees. 

‘Mr. J. ‘Boyle, the defendant, said

fash unless a certificate deseribing 
fhe property for which it is sold and 
Stating the value at which it is to be 
Fecelved shall have been Aled by the 
Corporation. with the ‘Secretary of 
Commerce or the “Regustrar, and 
Gnless the Secretary or the Registrar 
finds and cerufes that. the value 
placed upon the property by the 
Porporation is not more than its fair 
mortgage value, ‘No such certificate 
was ever Sled by the Corporation and 
of course no certificate was procured 
from the Secretary or the Registrar. 
It is the failure of the corgoration to 
file ‘this certificate which the 
Registrar advances asa clear viola 
tion of the China Trade Act, justity- 
Ing the Institution of these proceed- 
ings for. the revocation of the cor 
poration’s charter. ‘The defendant 
Fontends that. the stock was not 
Sissued" because complete dominion 
over it was not accorded the pur- 
chasers, “and citer respectable au- 
Shority for its position. ‘However, the 
Court believes the stock was "issued" 
Secause the ‘corporation in the frst 
Instance did everything necessary for 
issuance and for constructive delivery, 
‘and any limitation of dominion arose 
from the acts of the stockholders in 
hypothecaling the stock with the cor- 
poration. In the cases of Johnson 
And. Vanderburgh, the evidence dis 
‘losed that they had the same access 
{o the hypothecated certiscates as the 
Corporation. “Both from legalistic and 
fealistic views it, appears. that the 
Stock was “issued.” and consequently 
the Court finds a clear violation of 
the China Trade Act by the corpora: 
tion in failing to fle the required 
certifeates. However, the enforce: 
‘ment of the penalty of revocation lies 
Within the discretion ‘of the Court 
fand consequently it is necessary to 
consider the surrounding facts and 
circumstances of the transgression in 
order to decide what should be done 
bout it 

From the evidence presented at 
the hearing it appears that the vi 
tion in itself ‘was not particularly 
harmful to the corporation or to other 
Sockholders because the amount of 
‘Hock unlawfully ieeued was t00\In- 
Significant to cut any gure, and in 
fact the voting of i made no. ait: 
ference in any respect. “The evidence 
disclosed that the corporation isnot 
in a prosperous condition but that it 
has disposed of the greater part of ite 
assets 10. pay creditors and. is now 
‘eying to build up a business in a com- 
‘paratively emall-wayon what remains 
Of its capital. Whatever may be the 
Feasons for the company's condition, 
it'can hardly be attributed to. the 
Unlawful iesuance of the stock under 
consideration. ‘The remedy for this 
violation would seem to lie in the en- 
Torcement of immediate payment for 
the stock if its purchasers are sudi- 
‘lenlly solvent, or in ite cancellation 
It'they re not. "It is not clear how 
revocation of the company's. charter 
Would especially benest creditors ot 
other stockholders. The directors of 
the corporation who themselves hold 
& majority of the stock, do not desire 
the ligudation of the company or the 
appointment of a receiver or trus 
although ft was indicated in the hear 
ing that perhaps some of the minority 
stockholders are in favour of it. 
However, the government is not con- 
cerned in this proceeding with the 
Internal nancial affairs of the ‘com- 
pany or with any controversy. be- 
fween shareholders. ‘The govern 
iments interest is eerved when the i> 



































legal stock transaction is corrected. 
‘Any decree of liquidation or receiver~ 
‘hip will have to be made in a proper 
Suit brought by interested parties 
pon a sufflelent showing of grounds 
therefor. 

"The Court will retain jurisdiction 
of this cause and allow the defendant 
Sixty days within which to remedy 
the stock sale violation before mak- 
ing any final order.

Mr, F. J. Raven Submits 


‘Acting upon the advice of his coun 
sel, Mr. Frank J. Raven submitted to 
judgment in the U. S. Court for China, 
ast Wednesday, when he appeared in 
answer to three claims totalling Tis. 
405,000 filed against him last July by 
Mr. Frank L, Hough, liquidator of the] 
‘American-Orlental Banking Corp. and| 
the American-Oriental Finance Corp. 
fand trustee of the Asia Realty Co. 
Mtr. RT. Evans, who appeared on 
Mr. Raven's behalf, stated that his 
client would file almost immediately 
2 petition for voluntary proceedings 
in’ bankruptey. 

"A large crowd filled the court-room 
in’ the U.S. Consulate-General 
during. the morning, and an extra 
umber of chairs had to be put in. 
to accommodate the interested specta- 
{ors In accordance with Federal 
Court procedure, a large American 
flag hung from a flag-pole near the 
Bench, Dr. George Sellett, who was 
counsel for the plaintiff” and the 
Gefence, represented by Mr. RT. 
vans and Mr. Frank Raven, took 
their seats. 

‘Upon Judge Milton J. Helmick’s 
enquiring as to whether counsel had 
any objection to the three cases being 
{ried at the same time, Dr. Sellett 
ald that for the purpose of the morn~ 
{ng’s hearing, both he and Mr. Evans 
Gesired that all three cases be called 
together. 

Dealing briefly with the bills of 
complaint, he said that with regard 
fo the Bill of complaint filed by Mr. 
Hough as liquidator of the A-O.BC. 
it was alleged that in January, 1992, 
following a resolution of the ‘board 
fof directors, the bank paid to the 
‘defendant ‘Tis. 195,000 as a hon 
‘rium, and this money was actually 
paid to him on January 19. It was 
fileged that the bank was insolvent 
fat the time, although the plaintitt dia 
hot consider it necessary to, prove 
this. ‘In the case of the suit by the 
trustee of the Asia Realty Co, it was} 
alleged that the same sum was paid 
fon or about the same date, and for 
the same reason, although there was 
no jon that the company was 
insolvent. The Asia Realty, however, 
did not owe Mr. Raven any money 
fat the time, With regard to the A. 
OFC. there was the same allegation 
fs in the case of the A-O.BC. 

"An answer to the bill of complaint 
of the A-OF-. only had been filed 
by the defence, selting out that the 
Tis. 135000 had been voluntarily re- 
turned to them in the Spring of 1933. 
‘AL the time the complaint was Med, 
this had not been known. ‘They were 
how claiming interest, at the rate of 
6 per cont. per annun, on this sum. 
from January 19, 1982 to February 25, 
1933. 

"The defendant in this case denies 
‘that the bank and the finance cor- 
poration were insolvent, and denies! 
‘Bny allegation of traud,” sald Mr. 
Evans. “The plaintif's counsel has 
‘announced that he proposes to offer 
zo evidence in support of the allega- 
Hon of insolvency. Notwithstanding 
this, I have come to the conclusion, 
fatter a careful examination of the 
Jaw and the facts, that the burden of 
proof is on the defendant, even in the} 
‘absence of fraud or insolvency, to 
Justify the payment to him of the 
‘sums referred to in the complaint, 
‘and that in order to establish the 
‘Correctness of such payments he must 
prove that. the American-Oriental| 
Bank and Asia ‘Realty Co. were re-| 
‘spectively indebted to him at the 
time of the passing of the resolution 
of January, 1992, and to establish such 
Indebtedness he must prove a con- 
tract, express or implied to pay him| 
compensation. 

“Inasmuch as the bye-laws of the: 
corporations concerned contain no 
provision for the remuneration of 
Officers and directors, and as there: 
was no express contract, and as the: 
Gefendant cannot establish the exist 
ence of an implied contract in view 
of the death of the only independent 
persons who could now testify to 
Such a contract, namely. Messrs. Brit- 
ton and Fleming, I have advised the| 
defendant to submit to judgment, and 
hhe now does so submit, 

“I accept full responsibility for ‘his! 
decision, 16 which I have come after| 
the most painstaking investigation of 
which I have been capable, and my 
client in accepting judgment against 
hhimselt is following my advice. In 
the case of. the American-Oriental| 
Finance Corporation there is a plea 
of payment and I understand that this| 
Is conceded. 

“The fact that the amounts received 
by Mr. Raven in January, 1982, were| 
paid to the Raven Trust Co. to bolster| 
that company is, I am satisfied, irre- 









































evant, and even if the ccmpanies| 
concerned had desired to pay the 
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money direct to the Raven Trust Co. 
[it would have been beyond the power 
of the directors to authorize such & 
payment” 

‘Dr. Sellett sald that he wished it 
to be understood that the plaintiff did 
not waive the allegation of fraud. 
In the case of the A-O.B.C., he would 
have been able to prove that, far 
from performing services as president 
without any form of salary, Mr. 
Raven had been receiving a regular 
‘and monthly wage since 1921, With 





proved, although payments did not 
begin so far back. He also pointed 
out that most of the stock of the 
Raven Trust Co. was held either by 
the defendant or his family. 

Stating that he did not want to 
enter into an argument, Mr. Evan 
‘said that his client wished it to be 
known that he did not receive any 
money from the Raven ‘Trust Co., and 
the money put into it was for the 
benefit of creditors and preferred 
stock-holders. A dividend ‘was de- 
‘clared not long afterwards, but Mr. 
Raven received no part of this. 

Tt was admitted that the defendant 
had received money from the Ax 
OBC, and for some time trom the 
‘Asia Realty Co. But Mr. Evans 
‘asserted that this was no evidence of 
fraud, and that his client would 
strongly fight the criminal charges 
gainst him. 

His client further wished him to 
Mle voluntary proceedings in banke 
ruptey, and as soon as a date could 
be fixed by the court, he would do 








$0. 

‘Judge Helmick instructed Dr. 
Sellett to draw up a decree for the 
return and restitution of the money, 
fo submit it to Mr. Evans for con: 
sideration, and then to bring it before 
hhim for signature. 


Raven Cases Postponed 


In order to enable the prosecution 
to obtain documentary evidence and 
‘also to secure the presence of four 
‘witnesses from the United States, the 
hearing of the embezzlement charges 
against Mr, Frank J, Raven, Mr. J. 
Warner Brown and Mr. Altred H. 
Driscoll, officials of the defunct Raven 
‘enterprises, which was to have opened. 
fon October 29, has been postponed to 
November 29 by Judge Milton J. 
Helmick in the US, Court for China, 

Mr, Fetthan Watson, District 
Attorney, sald in court ‘on Thurs 
day that he had been arranging 
to secure the necessary documents 
‘and witnesses in the United States 
for the case after the Ming of hi 
complaint, and telegraphic inform 
tlon was ‘received from the Attorney 
General. of the United States in 
[Washington two days ago to the effect 
that a continuance for at Yeast 30 days 
‘was absolutely nec for the 
Attorney General to complete such 
‘arrangements. 

‘Objection to the motion was ralsea 
by the attorneys for the accused. Mr, 
R. 'T, Evans, who appeared for Mr. 
Frank J. Kaven, said his client was 
‘about {o file a petition in voluntary 
bankruptey and, therefore, considered 

ich means as he had above the neces- 
sity of his subsistence should be kent 
Intact for his creditors, His client 
‘was without employment and unable 
‘to seek for employment pending these 
Proceedings. 

‘On behalf of Mr, J. Warner Brow 
‘Mr. W. B. Harrington said his client 
returned to the Jurisdiction of the 
Court from Manila of his own free 
will and was now here without re- 
munerative occupation and that to 
delay or continue the hearing of this 
‘matter over a period of 30 days or for 
a longer indefinite period would 
embarrass him financially and would

Further on behalf of Mr, Alfred 
Driscoll, Mr. Harrington’ sald the 


District’ Attorney failed to inform 
either him or the Court that there 
were witnesses to be obtained trom 
America. He said his client was 
without remunerativé occupation since 
‘August 23. To wait here over an 
indefinite period of time or for a 
greater Tength of time beyond Octobe 
20 would render him destitute. 

‘Mr. Evans further cited much law 
in his contention that the Court 
Jmust satisfy itself on thrte points: 
jwhether the witnesses from the United 
States were material, whether the 
Government had been’ guilty of neg- 
gence in preparing its case and 
whether the witnesses could be pro- 
cured at a later date, 

In postponing the case, Judge Hel- 
mick said Mr. Watson's motion was 
@irected to the discretion of the court 
land the Court must exereise discretion 
Ina reasonable manner. Holding the 
case to be an important one, he said 
it should be thoroughly presented by 
both sides. He regarded Mr. Watson's 
application was not unreasonable.

Milton J. Helmick, in the U.S. Court 
for China, on Thursday, issued a res- 
training order on Mr. C.D. Mein- 
hardt, Consul in charge of the Land, 
Office of the American Consulate- 
General, from recording. or acknow- 
Jedging ‘any transfers of the property 
of ‘the concern until the further 
orders of the Court.

At 
home, he was the “Uncle Arthur’ 
of the Labour party, and, probably 
‘more than any other man, he was 
responsible for galvanizing that party 
Into a great political force. He 
folned it when it was a strugsling 
new-comer in Parliament. For 26 
years, he was its secretary and 
"trong man,” and was its leader in 
‘the House of Commons until 1033, 
when he was succeeded by Mr. 
[George Lansbury. 

Mr, Henderson was born in Glas- 
Jcow on September 18, 1863, the son| 
Jof a cotton spinner. ‘At the age of 
fnine he went to work, and his frst | 
real job was as an apprentice iron~ 
moulder with Messrs. Robert Ste-| 
Jphenson and Co, Locomotive engine-| 
fers at Newcastle.

Rotarians on Thursday were re~ 
minded by Mr. Westall that old as 
the Bank of England appears to. 
bbe to English people, its banknotes 
‘of 200 years ago are mere infants 
‘compared with the Chinese bank- 
notes, which have been in circula~ 
tion for 2,070 years. However that 
may be, the Bank of England, as 
the Old Lady of Threadneedle 
Street, is a venerable institution and 
‘was incorporated in 1694. Its Gov- 
eror and Deputy-Governor were 
duly chosen by the subscribers on 
July 10 of that ycar. The frst of 
the line, his successor in the present 
day being Mr. Montagu Norman, 
was Sir John Houblon, whose 
Deputy Michael Godfrey, was killed 
at the Slege of Namur in 1695. ‘The 
Bank was founded on a loan 
amounting to 1,200,000, subseribed 
ina little over ten days between the 
end of June and the beginning of 
Suly: ee 


‘The first 24 Directors were 
elected on July 11 and the business. 
of the Bank was carried on at the 
beginning in the Mercers’ Chapel. 
Tt moved to the Grocers’ Hall on 
‘September 28, and the Threadneedle 
Street site was occupied in 1732, 
the foundation stone being lald 
‘on August 1 of that year. 


‘The Bank of England for most 
people is intimately’ associated 
with banknotes—those crinkly but 
aristocratic-looking slips of white 
paper which give the possessor, 
temporary or otherwise, such @ 
feeling of affluence and security. 


‘The earliest notes of the Bank 

from 1605 to 
supplied by | Mr. 
‘Sutton Mills 
in Berkshire, Those notes were on 
blank paper_and had not any 
watermark. Th 1724 a change w 
made when the minutes record the 
fact that on November 27 Henry 
Portal was entrusted with the 
privilege of the manufacture of the 
Bank of England notes, and that 
privilege has continued from father 
to yon until the present day. 




















Henry Portal was the son of 
Jean Francois Portal, a Huguenot 
of Poitiers. ‘The Portal family had 
for generations lived at Bagnols- 
sur-Céze in the South of France. 
‘They were one of the earliest who 
adopted the Hunguenot faith. Jean 
Portal moved to Poitiers in 1680 
and he held an appointment as the 
representative of the king there. 
enti, aflerwards Henry Portal, 
was born at Poitiers on July 8, 
1690, As the result of the revoe 
tion of the Edict of Nantes the 
Portals fled to England and the 
tradition is that Henry Portal and 
other were concealed in wine 
ensks and so smuggled to the 
English shores. 

















Near Southampton were some 
‘paper mills, at South Stoneham, 
under the ‘control of the White 
Paper Makers Company of England. 
‘The chief controllers of these mills 
‘were well-known Huguenot ref- 
gees, amongst them the famous 
Cardonnel_ who afterwards was 
Chief of Staff to King William Tt 
in his military campaigns. I! was 
natural, therefore, that Henry 
Portal should be taken into service 
by his countryman in exile. Event 
ually he himself obtained the lease 
of a mill at Whitchurch and his 
business so prospered that six years 
later, in 1718, he acquired a corn 
mill ‘which he turned into a paper 
‘alll in order to extend his activities. 
‘The rent was not excessive, the 
ease of 99 years was granted on the 
basis of a yearly rent of £5 payable 
half-yearly “‘and also one Reame 
of fine foolscapt peper finely cut.” 





“he new paper mill was com- 
pleted in 1719, and forturiately the 
young Huguenot papermaker pos- 
sessed the friendship and patronage: 
of Sir Gilbert Heathcote, who was 
then Governor of the’ Bank of 
England, That led to the decision 
to turn from Sutton Mill to Laver- 
stoke for the paper of the Bank of; 
England. . 


Henry Portal was able to com- 
mend himself to the Governors

Henry Portal died in 1747 and in’ 
his Will he remembered Poitiers as 
‘the place of his birth by leaving a 
sum of money for the “Society of 
poor firench Poitevains.” He was 
succeeded by his only surviving son 
‘Joseph, who was born at Whit- 


‘church’ in 1720. 


Joseph Portal displayed _con- 
siderable enterprise in carrying on 
the family business and in addi- 
tion to supplying the Bank of India, 
with paper he helped private banks 
to issue their own notes. He 
manufactured bank paper for the 
Bank of Ireland, the General Bank 
of India, and the Bank of Hin- 
dustan, 

His business habits were curious~ 
ly streaked with harmless in- 
consequence. In the middle of his 
account books he would suddenly 
insert receipts to various descrip- 
tlons and “Standin Memorandums”:

Piety which enjoined the grant of 
jextra pay to employees in Saints’ 
‘Days, or Red Letter Feast Days, as 
they ‘were called. So at Easter, 
‘Whitsuntide and Xmas the paper- 
makers recelved amounts varying 
from six to two days’ extra pay, 
and on the feasts of various Saints, 
beginning with St. Paul and end- 
ing with St. Andrew, each paper- 
maker received one shilling extra. 








‘The advantages of living in the 
‘country inspired the papermakers 
to keep on good terms with the 
Governors of the Bank, and this 
jexplains a letter from Mr. Joseph 
Portal, in August, 1749, to his friend 
Sir William Heathcote: 

‘As Tam making the paper for 
the Bonk this Summer & shall’ 
son go to town with it in order 
to take my money it may not be| 
amiss to make the Governor a 
present of a Haunch of Venison 
which is a favour I begs of you to 
‘give me an order to send to Hurs- 
Tey for it when I have an opport- 
unity to convey it with speed to 
London. 





‘The arrival of Mr. Joseph Poole 
in 1749 as “Ye Bank Officer”—a 
resident official sent down by the 
Bank to inspect the paper m'lls— 
gave rise to a feast in which the 


papermakers joined. 


‘This generous treatment of the 
workpeople was not always happy, 
as the following reference to Ye 
Bank Officer's feast of 1755 will 





‘May 26th, and the following Fry-| 
day Mr Poole gave a treat at Ye! 
‘White Hart to all the men women | 
and children that workt at Both 
Mills. ‘This day was found Incon- 
venient for some of them gott 
Grunk and no. work was done at 
any Mill on Satterday.

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To Joseph, John Portal succeed~ 
ed, and for 53 years carried on the 
business of papermaker to the 
Bank. It had eventually reached 
dimensions throwing greater re- 
/sponsibility upon the Bank Officers, 
for in 1797 two were appointed, but 
lapparently that duplication did not 
ast long. 

In the beginning of the 19th 
‘century the Bank of England was 
‘very perturbed by the increase in 
‘the forgery traific. Parliament ap- 
pointed a commission in 1818 to 
investigate the matter and Sir 
William Congreve, a distinguished 
scientist, was the expert adviser. 
John Portal sent 70 specimens of 
banknotes from Laverstoke mill in 
order to help Sir William in his ex- 
periments. ‘The Commission's in- 
vestigations can be judged, perhaps, 
‘by John's record of a conference 
with the Bank: 

T have just returned from a long 
sitting ‘with the Governors and 
Directors. Many questions I had 
to answer. They wish for the very 
thinnest, most transparent and 
strongest paper. I am now going 
to procure a fine flax for that pur 
pose, 

Im 1820 the last resident Bank 
‘OMcer completed his term of office. 
/His name was Mr. Sambourne and 
he had held the office for two years. 
‘An attempt was made in 1826 to| 
reappoint this official in order to 
relieve Mr. John Portal of some of 
his responsibilities, especially be- 
cause he had found it necessary to 
engage workmen from other dis- 
tricts. His argument to the Bank 
ran: 

Having several strangers at work 
upon the Bank Note paper, I should 
feel much obliged if a Person from 
the Bank was in attendance at the 
mill; my own men I ean answer for 
‘but T cannot answer for those men 
from Kent and Suirey, therefore 1 
do think it highly proper that some- 
fone from the Bank should be at the 
the Mills, 





‘The Bank evidently had a livelier 
faith in the good behaviour of the 
aliens from Kent and Surrey and 
Jdid not adopt the suggestion. It 
fs salisfactory to be able to add that 
the Bank were proved to be right 
Jand the aliens turned out to be as 
rustworthy as John Portal's own 
men of Hampshire. 


In 1848, at the age of 83, 
John Portal died and was suc- 
ceeded, in accordance with family 
by his son Wyndham 
Portal, who had been 
trained in the’ business like his 
father. The reign of Wyndham 
Portal lasted for 60 years, and in 
1904 he was duly succeeded by his 
jeldest son, Sir William Portal, who 
tm 1931 was in turn succeeded by 
Sir Wyndham Portal, now Lord 
Portal. Lord Portal ‘has no son 
and his heir is his uncle, the second 
json of the first Sir’ Wyndham 
Portal and the grandson ef John 
Portal the distruster of Kentish 
hnonesty.

If the picture which: was given of 
conditions in Harbin, in earller ar-

‘The town was compara 
tively smali, dingy and sleepy. There

art Changchun looked what it was 
J—the mere hanger-on to a railway 
Jjunetion, without much of a present 
fand less prospects for a future. 

Tt seems somewhat of a pity that 
Jsuccessful revolutionary" changes

Higher up 
re birch and oak trees, while on the 
steeper slopes leading to the hill tops, 
‘the lordly fire—predominates. 

‘The distance from Tienmushan to 
‘Tong can be covered comfortably 
fn eight hours. The ultimate destina~ 
tion of the traveller, however, is not 
over yet for he has a valk of one 
‘and a half hours from ‘Tongku to the 
Test house of the China Travel Ser- 
Viee, which is at a place known as 
‘Mapo.

‘Flentu and Lotus Peaks 


‘A. week can be spent very 
pleasantly in Mapo. In the neigh-

{nto the mountains. Here are found 
the Tientu and Lotus peaks, which 
stand 6200 fect and 6,000 feet high 
respectively. ‘The Lotus peak is s0 
called because it stands isolated from 
fan encircling group of lesser peaks, 
fand resembles the centre of an 
‘opened lotus flower. 

Starting from the rest house at 8 
jam. it 18 possible to climb above 
/Tientu to the Wenshuyuan monastery. 
‘All round the landscape is wild and 
Jeraggy, and appears to be voleanic by 
nature. 

‘Visitors are allowed to stay at the 
Wenshuyuan monastery, but only 
[vegetable food is procurable. Once 
Jagain is traveller ig advised to carry 
Stich light foreign foodstuffs as pork | 
‘and beans, which can be heated and 
Jserved in fifteen minutes. From the 
monastery it is possible to make a 
tour of both ‘the Tientu and Lotus 
pea 

‘The return journey is made by way 
‘of the Lion's Forest Temple. The 
[path winds down through magnificent 
Seenery, which it is hard to find 
words to describe, On all sides steep 
rising peaks are to be seen, with their 
slopes covered in trees. Looking

crete, unglazed brick or tile surfaces 
and ‘although it is dificult to pre- 
vent such surfaces from giving 
off gas vapours in hot weather they 
ean ‘be made perfectly safe to walk 
on. ‘These are the simpler phases 
of anti-gas precautions in the homes, 
moro serious cases being left to the 
trained personnel at. the decon- 
tamination centres. Allowing — the

‘year 1020, showed a net value of 
Hk, Tis, ‘972,000,000 as against Hk. 

Cotton yarn 
waa the most conspicuous item, the 
Success in this trade having ‘been 
chiefly due tothe grave industrial 
‘troubles and the consequent reduced

Of exports to foreign countries only

of silver carried in Shanghai was 
estimated “in September to be 
5,000,000. higher than at the 
same time in the yéar previous. The 


market here was of such a magnitude 
that the other silver centres in the 
world were obliged to follow its 
ead, Shanghal banks were the re- 
ciplents of large quantities of silver 
pouring in for safe-keeping from the 
Interior owing to the disturbed con- 
ditions. This was basis for in- 
creasing thelr note eireulation, and 
having “done so, they were obliged 
to preserve their holdings to meet 
the ‘notes In case of need. 

"The exchange market experienced 
wide “fluctuations. French francs| 
Behaved spectacularly, commening 
the year at 20 francs to one tach 
falling Fapidly, and finally touching 
a low. of 364 to the tacl, 
‘belng nominal at that. ‘The gold yen 
‘rose steadily throughout the year, 
from Tacls 057% to the yen it rose 
to a record of Tis, 0.88% on October 
20, 1926. On the London and New 
‘York exchanges, for the same date 
the lowest rates’ were 2/84. and 54s 
respectively. 

It is noteworthy that March 1928 
marked ‘the arrival in Shanghal of 
Lord Willingdon’s commission whose 
purpose was to carry out the British 
Government's promise in December 
1922'to remit the balance of the 
British share of the Boxer Indemnity 
and devote it to the mutual benefit 
of Great Britain and China. 

China obtained Customs Tariff 
Autonomy by January 1, 1929. ‘The 
‘effect was to enable her to derive a 
gubstantial annual surplus. Inthe 
‘Chinese financial re-organization this 
was the basis of the flotation of 
omestic loans to the tune of a 1,000,- 
'000,000 which played an important 
part in the economic structure and 

















stability of the Nationalist Govern-| 
ment. ‘This system of capitalizing| 
‘Customs “surplus revenue was: 
organized by Mr. T. V. Soong. 

‘Various political’ factors cause a! 
sense of insecurity, and as an out~ 
[come of lack of confidence, the value 
of real estate and other fixed assets 
suffered extreme depreciation. In 
this panicky atmosphere, retired 
people, in ‘their home countries, 
Felinguished valuable, earning pro" 
perties in Shanghai at auction figures. 
Tt required much faith, especially 
by those who had encumbered 
investments in property, to hold on| 
‘and tide over till they could see the| 
dawn of a better day. ‘The outlook 
was dismal and despairing. 

‘The rise of Shanghai from the] 
jadir of depression to the zenith of 
Jabundance lay in the following fac- 
tors. One, Shanghai had already 
seen the worst in the threat to its 
political security. ‘The reaction was 
the Defence Foree which instantly 
arrested the agents of disintegration. 
‘Two, silver fell precipitously for| 
two’ principal reasons, viz, legisla 
tion which effected its \demonetiza- 
Mon, and sympathy with the dis- 
astrous decline in commodities | in 
‘general. This meant, from the 
‘Shanghai angle, that silver, which is 
our money, had become extremely 
cheap. And’ Shanghal being secure 
‘again, there were adequate grounds 
for" investment. ‘Therefore "silver 
money from all sources poured 
Nigara-like, flooding the reservoirs 
of safety. ‘and credit. ‘It tumbled 
through all ‘avenues, principally real 
estate, industry, utilities, and general 
fenterprise~in billions of dollars. 


Real Estate Market Boom 

‘The inflationary stage boomed the| 
[real estate market especially by rea~ 
son of conditions which distinguished 
themselves from former times. in. 
‘that “numerous Chinese banks, fast] 
assuming pre-eminence in the bank- 
ing world here, had a policy in con- 
trast to that of forelgn banks. Where- 
jag, the latter always confined them- 
selves mainly to trading and fluid 
‘assets, the Chinese banks, being on| 
‘ative soil, with the traditional men-| 
tality of reposing restful reliance! 
Jon “land, employed ‘their funds in 
‘this direction. Further, as trade was 
not brisk, such form of investment| 
‘was accentuated and operations in| 
real estate were too-amply financed, 
the outcome of which action again 
sent prices rocketing sky-high, until 
they "were quite  incommensurate| 
with éarning capacity. 

‘This “prosperity” was built on an| 
aureole of optimism as remotely from 
‘the mean of balance as was the dark- 
ness of the preceding pessimism. 

Tn the fall of 1991 two important 
events occurred which were sulficient 
to shake the falsity out of the high- |

‘There were to follow two other 
serious events, viz, one, the action| 
lof the chain of countries who follow- 
fed the British move of divorcing 
thelr money from gold and relying’ 
Jon ‘management of currency or a 
devalued unit, Two, the American. 
silver purchasing plan which had the 
Jeffect opposite to the demonetization 
fof silver, initiated a decade ago by| 
the British Government. 





Reviewing the trade situation at!

‘On October 15, 1984, the Chinese 
Government imposed, as a defensive 
‘measure against the deflationary

tion ‘charge equivalent to the defici- 
fency, if any, existing between the

Need for Export Restraint 

According to Mr. H. G. MacEwan, 
[Statistical Secretary of the Maritime 
Customs, “the need for some such 
form of restraint may be gathered 
from the fact that by October 13, 
1904 a met amount of $236,000,000 
worth of sliver (exports less imports 
ot including subsidiary coins) hed 
already been shipped, or had been 
declared for shipment out of | the 
‘country as against a net export of 
‘only $14,400,000 for the whole of the 
previous year.” He says that, though 
these were stern measures, it should 
be realized that never before in the 
history of China have the net ex- 
ports of silver for any complete year 
amounted to more than 21 per cent. 
of the figures already reached | for 
the year under review at the time 
these restrictive duties andl 
were put in force in October. 

‘An important step in the right 
direction was taken when the export 
tariff was generally reduced and put 
Into force. Economists had been 
Urging this measure, the object be- 
Ing to reduce the adverse balance. 
Manufactured goods and agricultural 
products will be eased thereby of the 
tax. pressure. 

‘The revenue for the total Customs: 
collections for the whole of China 
‘was maintained, despite 20 per cent. 
decrease in value of trade, at $334,- 
600,000. Shanghai contributed 524 
per cent. of the total. 


Fourth Shipping Port 

‘Tables published in the Rotterdam 
statistics of Trade, Industry, and 
‘Traffic rank Shanghai as the fourth 
shipping port ‘of the world. The re- 
turns show that British-flag vessels 
led the Shanghai shipping _ list 
Chinese second, followed by Japa 
nese. However, in the domestic trade 
Chinese-fiag vessels took the lead. 
succeeded very eineely by British-fag, 
boats. ‘The tonnage of vessels under 
principal fags engaged in the carry~ 
Ing of trade from and to forelgn coun- 
tries between Open Ports (whole of 
China) 1925 to 1984 are of great in- 
terest. (in Part 1 and Part I ot 
this series of articles were given the 
total tonnage figures for the whole 
of China for the years 1905 and 1915.

Oct, 19.—Wandering through the 
country I get a great deal of amuse- 
ment out of what I call “Village 
English” which the younger genera- 
tlon of Chinese love to display. for 
the behent of the foreigner,” T have 
recorded before that the old requests 
for “tung-veh" (coppers) of “I-kwel- 
yang-di" (a piece of foreign money) 
hhave gone by the board and are re- 
placed by the bolder request “gimme 
‘4 dah-lah”. Under the same influence 
of modern education I find myself 
greeted everywhere with the words 
"Come ‘ere”,.. . taken from the com: 
‘mon call to'a dog... or “All right’ 
indifferently pronounced) which ap- 
pears to be the latest way of express 
Ing the fact that T am a foreigner, 
And now comes an interesting com: 
parison with earlier days. From the 
year 1643 onwards a man. named 
Robert Fortune (a famous botanist 
in his day) was wandering through 
the coastal regions of China, . . and 
hhas recorded in his book that the 
villagers then divided all foreigners 
Into three classes: (1). “Mandalees" 
++. being high ‘ofciais; (2) “Sien- 
fengs". .. being gentlefolk and (3) 
“Al-says". .. being just the common 
herd trom whose lips the expression 
“I say" was so often heard to fall, 
Now 1, in my amateur. fashion, 
wander’ through the country. dally 
Just as Robert Fortune did: and as it 
could never enter into the head of 
‘any villager that T might be walking 
for, pleasure... (for who could. be 
such a fool as to tramp the country 
funtess by sheer necessity?)... . T cane 
Rot possibly be a “Mandalee” or a 
“Sien-seng”: hence 1 must fall Into 
the third class, And so as a result 
of nearly one hundred years of 
‘evolution, 1 become a “Come ‘ere” or 
fan “All right” instead of an “Al-say.”
